terrible! 
Why  wilt  thou  examine  everr  little  fibre  of  my  soul. 
Spreading  them  out  before  the  sun  like  stalks  of  flaz

The  Infant  Joy  is  beautiful,  but  his  anatomy 
Horrible,  ghast,  and  deadly.     Nought  shalt  thou  find 

in  it 
50  But  dark  despair  and  ever-brooding  melancholy. 
Thou  wilt  go  mad  with  horror  if  thou  examine  thus 
Every  moment  of  my  secret  hours.     Yea,  I  know 
That  I   have  sinned,  and  that  my  emanations  are 

become  harlots. 
I  am  already  distracted  at  their  deeds,  and  if  I  look 
55  Upon  them  more.  Despair  will  try  self-murder  on  my 

souL 
O  Enion,  thou  art  thyself  a  lost  power  in  hell. 
Though  Heavenly  beautiful  to  draw  me  to  destruction. 

She  drew  the  Spectre  forth  from  Tharmas  in  her 

shining  loom 
Of  Vegetation,  weeping  in  wayward  infiuicy  and  sullen 

youth, 
60  listening  to  her  soft  lamentations,     Sopn  his  tongu^ 

be{^ 
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To  lisp  out  words^  and  soon  in  masculine  strength 

augmenting  he 
Reared  up  a  form  of  gold  and  stood  upon  the  glittering 

rock 
A  shadowy  human  form  winged^  and  in  his  depths 
The  dazzling  gems  shone  clear.     Rapturous  in  fury^ 
65  Glorying  in  his  own  eyes,  exalted  in  terrific  pride. 
Searching  for  glory,  wishing  that  the  heavens  had 

eyes  to  see. 
And  wishing  that  the  earth  could  ope  her  eyelids  and 

hehold 
Such  wondrous  beauty  opening  in  the  midst  of  all  his 

Tliat  might  but  Enion  could  be  found  to  praise, 
admire,  and  love.

She,  trembling,  answered:  Wherefore  was  I  bom, 

and  what  am  I  ? 
95  A  sorrow,  a  fear,  a  living  torment,  and  a  naked 

victim. 
I  thought  to  weave  a  covering  for  my  sins  from  wrath 

of  Tharmas : 
Examining  the  sins  of  Tharmas,  I  soon  found  my 

own. 
O  slay  me  not !    Thou  art  his  wrath  embodied  with 

deceit 

In  Eden,  females  sleep  the  winter  in    soft  silken 
veils 
100  Woven  by  their  own  hands  to  hide  them  in  the  dark- 
some grave. 
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But  Males  immortal  live  renewed  hy  Female  deaths. 

In  soft 
Delight  they  die,  and  they  revive  in  spring  with 

music  and  songs. 
Enion  said :  Farewell^  I  die^  I  hide  from  thy  searching 

eyes. 

So  savings  from  her  hosom  weaving  soft  in  sinewy 

threads 
105  A  tabernacle  of  delight  she  sat  among  the  Rocks 
Singing  her  lAmentation.     Tharmas  groaned  among 

his  clouds^ 
Weeping ;  then^  bending  from  his  clouds  he  stooped 

nis  innocent  head. 
And  stretching  out  his  holy  hand  on  the  vast  deep, 

sublime. 
Turned  round  the  circle  of  Destiny  with  tears  and 

bitter  sighs 
zzo  And  said :  Return,  O  wanderer,  when  the  day  of 

clouds  is  o'er. 

So  saying,  he  sunk  down  in  the  sea,  a  pale  white 

corpse. 
In  torment  he  sunk  down  and  ilow*d  among  her  filmy 

woof. 
His  spectre  issuing  from  his  feet  in  flames  of  fire, 
In  gnawing   pain  drawn   out  by  her    fair    fingers.

have  I  done  ? 
For  now  I  find  those  emanations  were  my  children's 

souls. 
And  I  have  murdered  them  with  cruelty  above  atone- 
ment. 
140  Those  that  remain  have  fled  from  my  cruelty  into  the 
desert. 
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And  thou  the  delnsive  tempter  to  these  deeds  sitt'st 

before  me. 
And  art  thou  Tharmas  ?    All  thy  goft  delusive  beauty 

cannot 
Tempt  me  to  murder  my  own  souL     I  wipe  my  tears 

and  smile 
In  this  thy  worlds  not  mine :  though  dark  I  feel  thy 

world  within. 

145  The  Spectre  said:  Thou  sinful  woman^  was  it  thy  desire 
That  I  should  hide  thee  with  my  power  and  delight 

with  beauty  ? 
And  now  thou  darkenest  in  my  presence.    Never 

from  my  sight 
Shalt  thou  depart  to  weep  in  secret     In  my  jealous 

wings 
I  evermore  hold  thee  when  thou  goest  out  or  comest  in ; 
150 'Tis  thou  hast  darkened  all  my  world,  oh  woman, 

lovely  bane. 

Thus  they  contended  all  the  day  among  the  caves  of 

Tharmas, 
Twisting  in  fearful   forms  and  howling, — ^howling 

harsh,  and  shrieking. 
Howling  harsh,  shrieking — mingling  their  bodies  join 

in  burning  anguish. 
Mingling  his  brightness  with  her  tender  limbs,  then 

high  she  soared, 
1 55  Half  woman  and  half  spectre.    All  his  lovely  changing 

colours  mix 
With  her  fair  crystal  clearness.   In  her  lips  and  cheeks

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Wandering  detolate,  a  wonder  abhorr'd  by  gods  and 

men^ 
Tlll^  with  fierce  paan^  she  brought  forth  on  the  roeka 

her  sorrow  and  woe ; — 
Behold  two  little  infants  wept  upon  the  desolate  wind.

Drawing   forth   drooping   mother's   pity,    drooping 

mother's  sorrow. 

But  those  in  great  Eternity  met  in  the  council  of  God 
170  As  one  Man,  hovering  over  Gilead  and  Hermon. 
He  is  the  good  Shepherd,  He  is  the  Lord  and  Master 
To  create  man  morning  by  morning, — to  give  gifts  at 
noonday. 

Enion  brooded  over  the  rocks.    The  rough  rocks 
groaning  vegetate.

Weaker  and  weaker^  weeping^  woeful^  wearier  and 

wearier.

185  And  then  they  wandered  far  away,  she  sought  for 

them  in  vain. 
In  weeping  blindness,  stumbling,  she  followed  them 

o'er  rocks  and  mountains, 
Rehumanizing  from  the  Spectre  in  fury  of  maternal 

love. 
Ingrate  they  wandered,  scorning,   drawing  in  her

190  Into  Non-Entity,  revolving  round  in  dark  despair. 
And  drawing  in  her  spectrous   life  in   pride   and 

haughty  joy. 
Thus  Enion  gave  them  all  her  spectrous  life  in  deep 

despair. 

Till  Eno,  a  daughter  of  Beulah,  took  a  moment  of 

time 
And  drew  it  out  to  seven  thousand  years  with  much

/  She  also  took  an  atom  of  space,  and  opened  its  centre

Astonished  sat  her  sisters  of  Beulah  to  see  her  soft 

affection 
To  Enion  and  her  children,  and  they  pondered  these 
'  things  wondering,

The  Daughters  of  Beulah  follow  after  sleepers  in  their 

dreamsy 
Creating  spaces,  lest  they  fidl  into  Eternal  Death, 
sio  The  circle  of  Destiny  complete,  they  gave  to  it  a  soace. 
Named  the  spj^ce  Ulro,  brcKoded  over  it  in  care  and  love. 
They  said :  The  Spectre  is  in  every  man  insane,  and 

most 
Deformed.   Through  the  three  Heavens  descending  in 

fury  and  fire 
We  meet  it  with  our  songs  and  loving  blandishments, 

and  give 
S15  To  it  a  form  of  Vegetation.     But  this  Spectre  of 

Tharmas

To  make  us  happy  let  them  weary  their  immortal 

powers. 
White  we  draw  in  their  sweet  delights,  while  we 

return  them  scorn 
On  scorn  to  feed  our  discontent,  for  if  we  grateful 

prove 
They  will  withhold  sweet  love,  whose  food  is  scorn 

and  hitter  roots. 
345  Hear,  I  will  sing  a  song  of  death :  it  is  a  song  of 

Vala:— 
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The  Fkllen  Man  tmkei  hit  repoM,  Uriien  slept  in  tbe 

Dorch^ 
LsTan  and  Vala  wake  and  fly  up  from  the  Human  Heaft 
Into  the  Brain.     From  thence  upon  the  piUow  Vala 

slumbered. 
And  Luvah  seised  the  Horses  of  Light  and  rose  into 

the  Chariot  of  Day. 
350  Sweet  laughter  seised  me  in  my  sleep^  silent  and  elose  - 

1  laughed, — 
For  in  the  risions  of  Vala  I  walked  with  the  Mi|^rty 

Fallen  One— 
I  heard  his  vdoe  among  the  branches  and  among 

sweet  flowers. 
Why  is  the  light  of  Rnitharmon  darkened  in  the 

dewy  mom  ? 
Why  is  the  silence  of  Rnitharmon  a  cloud,  and  her 

smile  a  whirlwind  ? 
355  Uttering  this  darkness  in  my  halls  in  the  pillars  of 

mv  Holy  Ones, 
Why  dost  tnou  weep  as  Vala  and  wet  thy  veil  with 

dewy  tears 
In  slumbers  of  my  night  repose  infusing  a  £dae 

morning, 
Diriding  the  female-emanations  all  away  from  Los? 
I  have  refused  to  look  upon  the  universal  vision. 
960  And  wilt  tiiou  slay  with  death  him  who  devotes  him- 
self to  thee? 
If  thou  drive  all  the  females  from  Luvah,  I  will  drive 

all  the  males  from  thee. 
Bom  for  the  sport  and  amusement  of  Man,  now 

drinking  all  his  powers, 
I  heard  the  sounding  sea,  I  heard  the  voice  weaker 

and  weaker. 
The  voice  came  and  went  like  a  dream :  I  awoke  in 

my  sweet  bliss. 

S65  Then  Los  smote  her  upon  the  earth ;  'twas  long  ere 
she  revived. 
He  answered,  darkening  now  with  indignation  hid  in 
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I  die  not,  Enitharmon,  thoagh  thou  ringest  thy  song 

of  Death, 
Nor  shalt  thou  me  torment,  for  I  hehold  the  Fallen 

Man 
Seeking  to  comfort  Vala :  she  will  not  be  comforted. 
970  She  rises  from  his  throne  and  seeks  the  shadows  of 

her  garden 
Weeping  for  Luyah,  lost  in  bloody  beams  of  your 

nlse  morning. 
Sickening  lies  the  Fallen  Man,  his  head  sick,  his 

heart  faint. 
Mighty  achievement  of  your  power !     Beware  the 

punishment  I 
Refusing  to  behold  the  Divine  Ima^^e  which  all  behold 
975  And  live  thereby,  be  is  sunk  down  into  a  deadly  sleep. 
But  we,  immortal  in  our  own  strength,  survive  by 

stem  debate 
Till  we  have  drawn  the  Lamb  of  God  into  a  mortal 

form. 
And  that  he  must  be  bom  is  certain,  for  One  must 

beAU, 
And  comprehend  within  himself  all  things,  both  small 

and  great. 
380  We  therefore  for  whose  sake  all  things  aspire  to  be 

and  live 
Will  so  receive  the  Divine  Image  that  among  the 

Reprobate 
He  may  be  devoted  to  destruction  from  his  mother's 

womb. 
Mighty  achievement  of  your  power!     Beware  the 

punishment. 
I  seethe  invisible  knife  descend  into  the  gardens  of  Vala; 
385  Luvah  walking  upon  the  winds !    I  see  the  invisible 

knife, 
I  see  the  showers  of  blood,  I  see  the  swords  and  spears 

of  futurity. 
Though  in  the  Brain  of  Man  we  live  and  in  his 

circling  Nerves, 
Though  this  bright  world  of  all  our  joy  is  in  the 

Human  Brain 
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Where  Urben  and  all  his  hosts  hang  their  immortal 
lampe^ 
990  Thou   never  shalt  leave   this  cold   expanse  where 
watery  Tharmas  mourns. 

So  spoke  Los.  Scorn  and  indignation  rose  upon 
Enitharmon. 

Then  Enitharmon  reddening  fierce  stretched  her  im- 
mortal hands : — 

Descend^  O  Urizen^  descend  with  horse  and  chariot, —

Sight  darkened  as  she  spoke,  a  shuddering  ran  from

Of  Luvah  and  Vala  shuddered  in  their  orb,  an  orb  of 

blood.

So  spoke  the  Prince  of  Light  and  sat  beside  the  seat 
of  Los.

Los  answered : — Art  thou  one  of  those  who  when

ThusUrizen  spoke  collected  in  himself  in  awful  pride, — 
Art  thou  a  visionary  of  Jesus,  the  soft  delusion  of 

Eternity  ? 
Lo  I  am  God,  the  terrible  Destroyer,  and  not  the 

Saviour. 
335  Why  should  the  Divine  Vision  control  the  sons  of  men 
To  forbid  each  his  free  delight,  to  war  against  his 

soectre? 
The  Spectre  is  the  Man.    The  rest  is  only  delusion 

and  fancy. 
Ten  thousand  thousand  were  his  hosts  of  spirits  on 

tiie  wind, 
Ten  thousand  thousand  glittering  chariots  shining  in 

the  sky. 
330  They  pour  upon  the  golden  shore  beside  the  silent 

ocean, 
R^oicing  in  the  victory,  and  the  heavens  were  filled

Luvah  and  Urizen  contend  in  war  around  the  holy 
tent 

So  spoke  the  Ambassadors  from  Beulah  with  solemn 

mourning  sound ;

Binding  Jerusalem's  children  in  the  dungeons  of 

BMylon. 
Tliey  play  before  the  Armies,  before  the  hounds  of 

Nimrod, 
65  Wliile  the  Prince  of  Light  on  Salisbury  Plain  covers 

the  Druid  Thrones. 

Rattling,  the  adamantine  chains  heave  up  the  ore. 
In  mountainous  masses  plunged  in  furnaces  they  shut 

and  sealed 
The  furnaces  a  time  and  times.     All  the  while  blew 

the  North 
His  cloudy  bellows,  and  the  South  and  East  and 

dismal  West,

Inextricable   labyrinths.      She    bore    me    sons   and 

daughters.

105  And  Urizen,  who  was  Faith  and  certainty^  is  changed

The  Hand  of  Urizen  is  upon  me  because  I  blotted  out 
That  Human  Delusion  to  deliver  all  the  Sons  of  God 
From  bondage  of  the  Human  Form.     Oh  first-bom 

Son  of  Oght, 
Oh  Urizen,  my  enemy^  I  weep  for  thy  stem  ambition, 
110  Bat  weep  in  vain.    Oh,  when  will  you  return,  Vala 

the  Wanderer? 

These  were  the  words  of  Luvah,  patient  in  afflictions. 
Reasoning  from  the  Loins  in  the  unreal  forms  of  Ulro's 

night 
And  when  Luvah,  age  after  age,  was  quite  melted 

with  woe. 
The  fires  of  Vala  faded  like  a  shadow  cold  and  pale, 
US  An  evanescent  shadow.    Last  she  fell,  a  heap  of  ashes 
Beneath  the  furnaces,  a  woeful  heap  in  living  death. 

Then  were  the  furnaces  unsealed  with  spades  and 

pickaxes, 
Roanng  let  out  the  fluid.    The  molten  metal  ran  in

Twelve  halls  after  the  names  of  his  twelve  sons  com-

Ascendinff  into  her  misty  garments  the  blue  smoke 

rolled  to  revive 
Her  cold  limbs  in  the  absence  of  her  lord.    Also  her

With  lives  of  victims  sacrificed  upon  an  altar  of  brass,

And  Vala  like  a  shadow  oft  appeared  to  Urizen.

Shadows  of  Eternal  Death  sit  in  the  leaden  air. 

Bat  the  soft  pipe^  the  flute  and  riol^  organ^  harp^  and 


cymbal^ 
Ithe 


And  the  sweet  sound  of  silver  voices  calm  the  weary 

couch 
95  Of  Enitharmon^  but  her  groans  drown  the  immortal 

harps. 
Loud  and  more  loud  the  living  music  floats  upon  the 

air, 
Faint  and  more  faint  the  daylight  waxes ;  wheels  of 

turning  darkness 
Began  in  solemn  revolutions.     Earth  convulsed  with 

pangs 
Rocked  to  and  fro  and  cried  out  sore  at  the  groans  of 

Enitharmon. 

90  Still  the  faint  harps  and  silver  voices  calm  the  weary 

couch, 
But  from  the  caves  of  deepest  night,  ascending  in 

clouds  of  mist. 
The  winter  spreads  his  wide  black  wings  across  from 

pole  to  pole, 
Crrim  frost  oeneath,  and  terrible  snow  linked  in  a 

marriage  chain 
Began  a  dinnal  dance.     The  winds  around  on  pointed 

rocks 
35  Settled  like  bats  innumerable,  ready  to  fly  abroad. 
Hie  groans  of  Enitharmon  shake  the  skies,  the  labour- 
ing earth, 
Till  from  her  heart,  rending  his  way,  a  terrible  child 

sprang  forth 
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In  thunder^  smoke,  and  sullen  flames,  and  howlings, 
fury  and  blood. 

Soon  as  his  burning  eyes  were  opened,  looking  on  the 

abyss, 
40  The  horrible  trumpets  of  the  deep  bellowed  with 

bitter  blasts, 
The  enormous  demons  woke  and  jbowled  around  the 

new-bom  king. 
Crying  Luvah,  King  of  Love,  thou  art  the  king  of 

rage  and  death. 

Urizen  cast  deep  darkness  round  him.    Raging,  Luvah 

poured 
The  spears  of  Urizen  from  chariots  round  the  eternal 
tent. 
45  Discord  began,  and  yells  and  cries  shook  the  wide 
firmament-— 

Where  b  sweet  Vala,  gloomy  prophet?    Where  the 

lovely  form 
That  drew  the  body  of  Man  from  heaven  into  this 

dark  abyss  ? 
Soft  tears  and  sighs,  where  are  you  ?    Come  forth ! 

Shout  on  bloodv  fields. 
Show  thy  soul,  Vala !  show  thy  bow  and  quiver  of 

secret  fires. 
50  Draw  thy  bow,  Vala,  from  the  depth  of  Hell,  thy  black 

bow  draw, 
And  twang  the  bowstring  to  our  Hautbois ;  let  thine 

arrows  black 
Sing  in  the  sky  as  once  they  sang  upon  the  hills  of 

light 
When  dark  Urthona  wept  in  torment  of  the  secret 

pain. 
He  wept  and  he  divided  and  he  laid  his  gloomy  head 
55  Down  on  the  rock  of  Eternity  in  darkness  of  the  deep, 
Tom  by  black  storms  and  ceaseless  torrents  of  oon- 

suming  fire. 
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Within  his  breast  hia  fiexy  sons  chained  down  and 

filled  with  curnng, 
And  breathing  terrible  blood  and  vengeance,  gnashing 

his  teeth  with  pain^ 
Let  loose  the  Enormous  Spirit  on  the  darkneas  of  the 

deep^ 
60  And  his  dark  wife^  that  dnce  fair  crystal  form  divinely 

dear. 
Within  his  ribs  producing  serpents  whose  souls  are 

flames  of  fire. 
Bnt  now  the  times  return  upon  thee.     Enitharmon's 

womb 
Now  holds  thee,  soon  to  issue  forth.     Sounds  clarion 

of  war. 
Call  Vala  from  her  close  recess  in  all  her  dark  deceit, 
6$  Then  rage  on  rage  shall  fierce  redound  out  of  her . 

crystal  quiver. 

So  sang  the  demons  round  red  Orc^  and  round  faint 

Rnitharmon. 
Sweat  and  blood  stood  on  the  limbs  of  Los.    In  globes 

his  fiery  eyelids 
Faded.    He  roused,  he  seized  the  wonder  in  his  hand, 

and  went 
Shoddering  and  weeping  through  the  gloom  and  down 

into  the  deeps. 

70  But  Enitharmon  nursed  his  fiery  child  in  the  dark 

deeps 
Sitting  in  darkness :  over  her  Los  mourned  in  anguish 

fierce. 
Covered  with  gloom  this  fiery  boy  grew,  feeding  on 

the  milk 
Of  Enitharmon.     Los  around  her  builded  pillars  of 

iron. 
And  brass,  and  silver,  and  gold,  fourfold,  in  dark 

prophetic  fear, 
75  For  now  he  feared  Eternal  Death    and  uttermost 

extinction : 
He  builded  Golgonooza  on  the  lake  of  Udan  Adan« 
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XJpon  the  limit  of  translucence  then  he  huilded  Lahan. 
Tnarmas  laid  the  foundation^  and  Los  finished  it  in 
howling  woe. 

But  when  fourteen  summers^  and  winters^  had  reyolred 

over 
80  This  solemn  habitation^  Los  beheld  the  ruddy  boj 
Embracing  his  bright  mother^  and  beheld  malignant 

fires 
In  his  young  eyes^  discerning  plain  that  Ore  plotted 

his  deaUi. 

Crrief  rose  upon  his  ruddy  brows.    A  tightening  girdle 

grew 
Around  his  bosom  like  a  bloody  cord.     In  secret  sobs 
85  He  burst  it,   but  next  mom   another  gfirdle  soon 

succeeds 
Around  his  bosom.     Every  day  he  viewed  the  fiery 

youth 
With  silent  fear,  and  his  immortal  cheeks  grew  deadly 

pale, 
Till  many  a  mom  and  many  a  night  passed  over  in 

dire  woe, 
Forming  a  girdle  in  the  day,  and  bursting  it  at  night — 
SO  The  girdle  was  always  formed  by  day,  by  night  twas 

burst  in  twain. 
Falling  down  on  the  rock,  an  iron  chain  link  by  link 

locked. 
Enitharmon  beheld  the  bloody  chain  made  of  the 

nights  and  days. 
Depending  from  the  bosom  of  Los, — and  how  with 

griding  pain 
He  went  each  morning  to  his  labours  with  the  spectre 

dark, — 
95  Called  it  the  chain  of  jealousy.     Now  Los  began  to 

speak 
His  woes  aloud  to  Enitharmon ;  since  he  could  not 

hide 
His  uncouth  plague  he  seized  the  boy  in  his  immortal 

hands. 
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Wldle  Knitharmon  followed  him^  weeping  in  dismal 

woe^ 
Up  to  the  iron  mountain's  top^  and  there  the  jealous 

chain 
xoo  Fell  from  his  bosom  on  the  mountain^  and  the  spectre 

dark 
Held  the  fierce  boj.     Los  nailed  him  down^  binding 

around  his  limbs 
Tlie  accursed  chain.   O  how  bright  Enitharmon  howled 

and  cried 
OFer  her  son.    Obdurate^  Los  bound  down  her  lored 

joy. 

The  hammer  of  Urthona  smote  the  rivets  in  terror — 

of  brass 
105  Tenfold.     The  Demon's  rage  flamed  forth  tenfold 

with  rendinff  fires. 
Roaring,  resounding,  loud,  loud,  louder,  erer  louder, 

fired,— 
The  darkness,  warring  with  waves  of  Tharmas  and 

snows  of  Urizen, — 
Crackling  the  flames  went  up  with  fiiry  from  the 

immortal  Demon. 
Surrounded  with  flames  the  Demon  grew,  loud  howl- 
ing in  his  fires ; 
no  Los  folded  Enitharmon  in  a  cold  white  cloud,  in  fear 
Then  led  her  down  into  the  deeps,  and  into  his 

labyrinth. 
Giving  the  Spectre  eternal  charge  over  the  howling 

fiend 
Concentred  into  love  of  Parent,  storgeous  appetite, 

craving. 

Hii  limbs  bound  down  mock  at  his  chains,  for  over 
tiiem  a  flame 
1x5  Of  circling  fire  unceasing  plays  to  feed  them  with 
life,  and  bring 
The  virtues  of  the  Eternal  Worlds.    Ten  thousand 
thousand  spirits 
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Of  life  lament  around  the  Demon,  going  fiirth  and 

returning. 
At  his  enormous  call  thej  flee  into  the  hearena  of 

heavens. 
And  back  return  with  wine  and  food,  or  dive  into  the 

deeps 
I90  To  bring  the  thrilling  joys  of  sense  to  queQ  his  cease- 
less rage. 
Hia  eyes,  the  lights  of  his  large  soul,  contract,  or  elae 

expand. 
Contracted  they  behold  the  secrets  of  the  infinite 

mountains. 
The  veins  of  gold  and  silver,  and  the  hidden  things 

ofVala, 
Whatever  grows  from  its  pure  bud,  or  wreathes  a 

fragrant  soul. 
125  Expanded  thev  behold  the  terrors  of  the  Sun  and  Moon, 
The  elemental  planets,  and  the  orbs  of  eccentric  fire. 
His  nostrils  breathe  a  fiery  flame,  his  locks  are  like 

the  forests 
Of  wild  beasts,  there  the  lion  glares,  the  tiger  and 

wolf  howl  there. 
And  there  the  eagle  hides  her  young  in  cliflfs  and 

precipices. 
X30  His  Dosom  is  like  the  starry  heavens  expanded.     All 

the  stars 
Sing  round.     There  waves  the  harvest;  the  vintage 

rejoices  there. 
The  springs  flow  into  rivers  of  delight.     Spontaneous 

flowers 
Drink,  laugh,  and  sing ;  the  grasshopper,  the  emmet 

and  the  fly. 
The  golden  moth  builds  there  a  house  and  spreads 

her  silken  bed. 
X35  Hia  loins  inwove  with  silken  fires  are  like  a  furnace 

fierce, 
Afl  the  strong  bull  in  summer  time  when  bees  sing 

round  the  heath. 
When  the  herds  low  after  the  shadow  and  after  the 

water-spring. 
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The  numerous  flocks  corer  the  mountains  and  shine 

along  the  valley^ 
His  knees  are  rocks  of  adamant,  rubj,  and  emeraJd, 
140  Spirits   of  strength   in    palaces  rejoice   in    golden 

armour. 
Armed  with  the  spear  and  shield  they  drink  and 

rej<Hce  over  the  slain. 
Such  is  the  Demon,  such  hb  terror  on  the  nether  deep. 

But  when  returned  to  Golgonooza  Los  and  Eoitharmon 
Felt  all  the  sorrow  parents  feel,  they  wept  toward  one 

another. 
145  And  Los  repented  that  he  had  chained  Ore  upon  the 

mountain. 
And  EDitharmon's  tears  prevailed.      Parental  love 

returned. 
'fhongh  terrible  his  dreed  of  that  infernal  chain,  they 

rose 
At  midnight  hasting  to  their  much  beloved  care. 
Nine  days  they  travelled  through  the  gloom  of  £n- 

tnthon  Benvthon. 
Los  taking  Enitharmon  by  the  hand  led  her  along 
150  The  disnud  vales  and  up  to  the  iron  mountain  tops 

where  Ore 
Howled  in  the  furious  wind.     He  thought  to  give  to 

Enitharmon 
Her  son  in  tenfold  joy,  and  to  compensate  for  her 

tears 
Bren  if  his  own  death  rssulted,  so  mueh  pity  him 

pained. 

155  But  when  they  came  to  the  dark  rock  and  to  the 

rctrous  cave, 
young  limbs  had  strucken  root  into  the  rock, 
and  strong 
Fibres  had  from  the  chain  of  jealousy  inwove  them- 
selves 
In  a  swift  vegetation  round  the  rock  and  round  the 

eave. 
And  over  the  immortal  limbs  of  the  terrible  fiery  boy. 
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x6o  In  vain  they  strove  now  to  unchain,  in  vain  with 

bitter  tears 
To  melt  the  chain  of  jealousy.     Not  Enitharmon's 

death. 
Nor  the  consummating  of  Los,  could  ever  melt  the 

chain. 
Nor  could  unroot  the  infernal  fibres  from  their  rocky 

bed. 
Nor  all  Urthona's  strength,  nor  all   the  power  of 

Luvah's  bulls, 
X65  Though  thev  each  morning  drag  the  unwilling  son 

out  of  the  deep. 
Could  now  uproot  the  infernal  chain,  for  it  had  taken 

root 
Into  the  iron  rock,  and  grew  a  chain  beneath  the 

earth. 
Even  to  the  centre,  wrapping  round  the  centre  and 

the  limbs 
Of  Ore,  with  fibres  become  one  with  him,  a  living 

chain 
170  Sustained  by  the  Demon's  life.     Despair,  terror^  and 

woe  and  rage 
Enwrap  the  parents  in  cold  clouds  as  they  bend  howl- 
ing o'er 
The  terrible  boy,  till  fainting  by  his  side,  the  parents 

fell. 


Not  long  they  lay ;  Urthona's  spectre  found  herbs  of 
the  pit. 

Rubbing  their  temples,  he  revived  them.     All  their 
lamentations 
X75  I  write  not  here,  but  all  their  after  life  was  lamenta- 
tion. 


When  satiated  with  grief  they  returned  back  to  Gol- 

gonooza, 
EniUiarmon  on  the  road  of  Dranthon  felt  th9  inmost 
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Of  hmr  bright  heart  burst  open  and  again  close  with  a 
deadly  pain. 

Within  her  heart  Vala  began  to  reanimate  in  bunt- 
ing sobs, 
s«o  And  when  this  gate  was  open  she  beheld  that  dreary 
deep 

Where  bright  Ahania  wept.    She  also  saw  the  infomal 
roots 

Of  the  chain  of  jealousy,  and  felt  the  rendings  of  howl- 
ing Ore 

Rending  the  caverns  like  a  mighty  wind  pent  in  the 
earth, 

Thoi^h  wide  apart  as  furthest  north   is  from  the 
rarthest  south. 
i8s  Urisen  trembled  where  he  lay  to  hear  the  bowling 
terror. 

The  rocks  shook,  the  eternal  bars  tugged  to  and  fro 
were  rifted. 

Oatstretched  upon  the  stones  of  ice  the  ruins  of  his 
throne 

Uriaen  shuddering  heard,  his  trembling  limbs  shook 
the  strong  caves. 

The  woes  of  Uriaen  shut  up  in  the  deep  dens  of 
Urthona. 

190  Ah !  how  shall  Uriaen  the  king  submit  to  this  dark 

mansion? 
Ah !  how  is  this.^    Once  on  the  heights  I  stretched 

my  throne  sublime ; 
My  mountains,  once  of  silver,  where  the  sons  of 

wisdom  dwelt. 
And  on  whose  tops  the  virgins  sang,  are  rocks  of 

desolation. 

My  fountains,  once  the  haunt  of  swans,  now  breed  the 
scaly  tortoise, 
S95The  houses  of  my  harpers  are  become  a  haunt  of 
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The  gardens  of  wisdom  are  become  a  field  of  horrid 

graves^ 
And  on  the  bones  I  drop  my  tears  and  water  them  in 

vain. 

Once  how  I  from  my  palace  walked  in  gardens  of 

delight, 
The  sons  of  wisdom  stood  around^  the  harpers  followed 

with  harps, 
300  Nine  virgins  clothed  in  light  composed  songs  to  their 

immortal  voices, 
And  at  my  banquet  of  new  wine  my  head  was  crowned 

with  joy. 

Then  in  my  ivory  palaces  I  slumbered  in  the  noon 
And  walked  in  the  silent  night  among  sweet-smeUing 

flowers. 
Till  on  my  silver  bed  I  slept  and  sweet  dreams  round 

me  hovered, 
305  But  now  my  land  h  darkened  and  my  wise  men  are 

departed. 

My  songs  are  turned  into  cries  of  lamentation 
Heard  on  my  mountains,  and  deep  sighs  under  my 

palace  roofis. 
Because  the  steeds  of  Urizen,  once  swifter  than  the 

liffh«^ 
Were  Kept  back  from  my  lord  and  from  his  chariot  of 
'  mercies. 

a  10  Oh,  did  I  keep  the  horses  of  the  day  in  silver  pastures? 

Oh,  I  refused  the  Lord  of  Day  the  horses  of  his  Prince ! 

Oh,  did  1  close  mv  treasuries  with  roofs  of  solid  stena 

And  darkened  all  my  palace  walls  with  envying  and 

hate? 

Oh,  fool !  to  think  that  I  could  hide  from  his  all- 
piercing  eye 
3x5  The  gold  and  silver  and  costly  stones,  his  holy  work- 
manship ! 
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Ob,  fool !  could   I   forget  the  light  that  filled  mj 

bright  spheres 
Wm  a  reiieetion  of  bis  face  who  called  me  from  the 

deep ! 

I  well  remember,  for  I  heard  the  mild  and  holy  voice 
Saying,  Light,  spring  up  and  shine,  and  lo,  I  sprang  up 

from  the  deep. 
210  He  gave  to  me  a  silver  sceptre,  crowned  with  a  golden 

crown. 
And  said.  Go  forth  and  guide  my  son  who  wanders  on 

the  ocean. 

I  went  not  forth,  I  hid  myself  on  black  clouds  of  my 

wrath, 
1  called  the  stars  around  my  feet  in  the  night  of 

council  dark. 
Hie  stars  threw  down  their  spears  of  light  and  Aed 

naked  away.

Wlien  thought  is  closed  in  caverns,  love  shows  roots  in 

deepest  hell.

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So  Uriien  aroM^  and  leaning  on  his  spear  explored  hla 

dens. 
He  threw  bis  flight  through  the  dark  air  to  where  a 

river  flowed^ 
And  taking  off  his  silver  helmet  filled  it  and  drank ; 
Bat  when,  his  thirst  unsated,  he  assayed  to  gather 

more^ 
5  Lo,  three  terrific  women  at  the  verge  of  the  bright 

flood. 
Who  would  not  suffer  him  to  approach  but  drove  him 

back  with  storm. 

Uriaen  knew  them  not,  and  thus  addressed  the  spirits 

of  darkness : 
Wlio  art  thou,  eldest  woman,  sitting  wrapped  in  these 

th^  clouds? 
What  IS  that  name  written  upon  thy  forehead  ?   What 

art  thou? 
ID  And  wherefore  dost  thou  pour  this  water  forth  in 

sighs  and  care? 
She  answered  not,  but  filled  her  urn  and  poured  it 

forth  abroad. 

Answerest  thou  not?  said  Urixen.     Then  thou  must 

answer  me. 
Thou  terrible  woman   dad  in  blue,  whose  strong 

attractive  power

She  answered  not,  but  stretched  her  arms  and  threw 

her  Ihnbs  abroad.

Queen  of  these  dreadful  rivers,  speak,  and  let  me 

hear  thy  voice.

35  Now  will  I  pour  my  fury  on  them,  and  I  will  reverse 
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The  precious  benediction.     For  their  hues  of  lov«H- 

ness 
I  will  give  blacknece ;  frost  for  jewels ;  ill  form  for 

ornament ; 
For  crowns^  wreathed   serpents;    for  sweet  smell, 

corruptibility ; 
fVMr  voices  of  delight,  hoarse  croaking,  inarticulate ; 
40  For  laboured  flattery,  care  and  sweet  instruction.     I 

will  give 
Giains  of  dark  ignorance  and  cords  of  twisted  self- 
conceit 
And  whips  of  stem  repentance,  and  the  food   of 

obstinacy, 
rhat  they  may  curse  Tharmas,  their  god,  and  Los, 

his  adopted  son ; 
rhat  they  may  curse  and  worship  the  dark  demon  of 

destruction ; 
45  That  they  may  worship  terrors  and  obey  the  violent 
Go  forth,  sons  of  my  curse.    Go  forth,  daughters  of 

my  abhorrence. 

Then  Tharmas  heard  the  desdly  scream  across  his 

watery  world, 
4nd  Urizen's  loud-sounding  voice  lamenting  on  the 

wind. 
And  he  came  riding  in  his  fury.     Frosen  were  his 

waves, 
50  Silent  in  ridges  he  beheld  them  stand  round  Urizen, 
A  dreary  waste  of  solid  waters.    For  the  king  of  light 
Darkened  his  brows  with  his  cold  helmet,  and  his 

gloomy  spesr 
Darkened  betore  him.    Silent  on  the  ridgy  waves  he 

took 
His  ffloomv  way.     Before  him  Tharmas  fled,  and 

flying  rought, 

5  Crjring :  What  and  who  art  thou,  cold  demon  P    Art 
thou  Urizen  ? 
Art  thou,  like  me,  risen  again  from  death?  or  art 
thou  deathless? 
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If  thou  art  he^  my  desperate  purpose  hear^  and  give 

me  deaths 
For  death  to  me  is  better  far  than  life^ — death,  m^ 

desire. 
That  I  in  vain  by  various  paths  have  sought,  but  still 

I  live. 
60  The  body  of  man  is  given  to  roe.     I  seek  in  vain  to 

destroy, 
For  still  it  surges  forth  in  fish  and  monsters  of  the 

deeps. 
And  in  these  monstrous  forms  I  live  in  an  Eternal  woe. 
And  thou,  oh  Urizen,  art  fallen,  never  to  be  delivered. 
Withhold  thy  light  from  me  for  ever,  and  I  will  with- 
hold 
65  From  thee  thy  food,  so  shall  we  cease  to  be,  and  all 

our  sorrows 
End,  and  the  Eternal  Man  no  more  renew  beneath 

our  power. 
If  thou  refusest,  in  eternal  flight  thy  beams  in  vain 
Shall  pursue  Tharmas,  and  in  vain  shall  crave  foi 

food.

Its  top  houghs  shoot  a  fihre  beneath  £nithannon's 

oouch^ 
The  double-rooted  labyrinth  soon  wared  around  their 

heads. 

The  Spectre  entered  Los's  bosom.     Every  sigh  and 

groan 
335  Of  Enithannon  bore  Urthona's  Spectre  on  its  wings^ 
Obdurate  Los  felt  pity  ;  Enithannon  told  the  tale 
Of  Urthona.     Los  embraced  the  Spectre  as  a  brother 

firsts 
Then  as  another  self,  astonished,  humanising  in  tears. 
In  self-abasement  giving  up  his  domineering  lust. 

340  Thou  never  canst  embrace  sweet  Enitharmon.   Demon 

dread, 
Thon  art  united  with  thv  Spectre,  to  consume  by  pains 
That  mortal  body,  and  by  §elf-annihilation  come 
To  Life  Eternal  to  be  anured  1  am  thy  real  self. 
Though  thus  divided  from  thee  and  the  slave  of  every 

passion 
945  Of  thy  fierce  soul.    Unbar  the  gates  of  memory :  look 

on  me 
Not  as  another,  but  as  thv  real  self.   I  am  thy  Spectre, 
Though  horrible  and  gnastly  to  thine  eyes,  buried 

beneath 
The  ruins  of  the  universe.     Hear  what,  inspired,  I

Lest  any  should  in  futurity  do  as  we  have  done  in 

heavens. 
Such  is  our  state,  nor  will  the  Son  redeem  us,  but 

destroy. 

So  Enitharmon  spoke  trembling,  and  in  torrents  of 

tears 
430  Loe  sat  in  Golgonooxa  at  the  gate  of  Luban,  where 
He  had  created  porches  where  branched  the  mysterious 

tree.

Enitharmon  spread  her  beamy  locks  upon  the  wind,

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If  mild  they  bum  in  just  proportion  and  in  secret

The  Spectre  viewed 

the  immortal  work 
470  Of  Loa,  aaaimilating  to  those  forms  Embodied,  lorel^ 
In  yoath  and  beaul^,  in  the  arms  of  Enitharmon  mild. 

Fini  Rintrah,  and  then  Palamabron,  drawn  from 

ranks  of  war. 
In  infsnt  innocence  reposed  on  Enitharmon's  bosom. 
Ore  was  comforted  in  the  deeps ;  his  soul  reyived  in 

them; 
475  As  the  elder  brother  is  the  father's  image,  so  Ore 

beeame 
Am  Los,  a  fother  to  his  brethren,  and  forged  in  the 

dark  lake, 
Tlien  boand  with  chains  of  jealousy  and  scales  of  iron 

and  brass. 

Lm  loTed  them,  and  refused  to  aaerifioe  tiieir  infisnt 

limbs. 
And  Enitharmon's  smiles  and  tears  prevailed  o'er 

self-protection. 
480  They  rather  chose  to  meet  Eternal  Death  than  to 

destroy 
The  ofispring  of  their  care  and  pity.   Urthona's  spectre 

was  comforted, 
BntTharmas  most  rejoiced  in  hope  of  Enion's  return. 
For  he  beheld  new  female  forms  borne  forth  upon 

the  air.

Of  dire  necessity,  still  labouring  day  and  night,  till, 

all 
Their  life  extinct,  they  take  the  spectre  form  in  dark 

despair, 
510  And  skives  in  myriads,   in    shiploads,   burden    the 

sounding  deep. 

And  Urizen  laid  the  first  stone,  and  all  his  myriads 
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Bailded  a  temple  in  the  image  of  the  human  heart ' 
And  in  the  inner  part  of  the  temple^  wondrotu  work- 

manshin^ 
Thej  formed  the  secret  place^  reviving  all  the  altars 

of  delight, — 
515  That  whosoever  entered  into  the  temple  might  not

The  hidden,  wondrous  allegories  of  the  generations — 
Of  secret  lost,  when  hid  in  chambers  dark  the  mighty 

harlot  ^    ^ 

Plays  at  disguise  in  whispered  hymn  and  mumbling 

prayer.    The  Priests 
He  ordained,  Presb3rters,  and  clothed  in  disguises 

bestial, 
590  Inspiring  secrets.    They  bore  lamps.     Intoxicating 

fumes 
Roll  round  the  temple.     And  they  took  the  sun  that 

glowed  o'er  Los 
Amd,    with    immense    machines,    down-rolling,    the 

terrific  orb 
Compelled.    The  sun,  reddening,  like  a  lion  in  his 

chains, 
Pcscended  to  the  sound  of  instruments  that  drowned 

the  noise 
595  Of  the  hoarse  wheels   and  the  terrific  howling  of 

wild  beasts 
That  dragged  the  wheels  of  the  sun's  chariot.     And

In  war  shalt  thou  bear  rule,  in  blood  shalt  thou 

triumph  for  me. 
Because  in  times  of  everlasting  I  was  rent  in  sunder. 
And  what  I  loved,  divided  was  among  my  enemies. 
550  My  little  daughters  were  made  captives,  and  I  saw 

them  beaten 
With  whips  along  the  sultry  roads.     I  heard  those 

whom  I  loved 
Crying  in  secret  tents  at  night,  and  in  the  mom 

compelled 
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To  laboar ;  and^  behold^  mj  heart  sunk  down  beneath 

in  ngia, 
In  aobbingfi^  nntil  all  divided  I  divided  was 
555  In  twain,  and  lo,  my  oystal  form  that  in  mj  bosom 

livedo 
Followed  her  daughters  to  the  field  of  blood :  thej

S70  The  disk  into  a  terrible  vision  to  th'  eyes  of  dreaming 

mortals. 

And  Enitharmon,  tremUing  in  fear,  uttered  these

Thy  eyelids  are  a  terror^  and  the  flaming  of  thy  crest; 
The  rustlinfi^  of  thy  scales  confounds  me,  thy  hoarse 

rustling  scales.

585  Lift  up !  lift  up  !  oh,  Los !  awake  my  watchman,  for 

he  sleepetn. 
Lift  up  !  lift  up !  Shine  forth,  oh.  Light !  Watchman, 

toy  light  IS  out. 
Oh,  Los !  unless  thou  keep  my  tower  the  watchman 

will  be  slain. 

So  Enitharmon  cried  upon  her  terrible  earthy  bed, 
^Vliile  the  broad  oak  wreathed  his  roots  round  her, 

forcing  his  dark  way 
590  Through  caves  of  death  into  existence.     The  beech, 

long-limbed,  advanced 
Terrific  into  the  pained  heavens.     The  fruit-trees 

humaniung. 
Showed  their  immortal  energies  in  warlike  desperation. 
Rending  the  heavens  and  earths,  and  drinking  blood 

in  the  hot  battle 
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To  feed  their  frnit,  to  gntify  their  hidden  sons  and

WUh  songs  of  sweetest  cadence  to  the  turning  spindle 

and  reel^ 
9IO  Lulling  the  weeping  spectres  of  the  dead^  clothing 

their  limbs 
With  gifts  and  gold  of  Eden.    Astonished,  stupefied 

with  delight^ 
The  terrors  put  on  their  sweet  clothing  on  the  banks 

of  Amon, 
^Whence  they  plunge  into  the  river  of  space  for  a 

period,  until 
The  dread  sleep  of  Ulro  is  passed.    But  Satan,  Og, 

and  Sihon

Yet  hiding  the  shadowy  female  Vala^  as  in  an  ark  and

Abhorred^  accursed^  ever  dying  an  eternal  death. 
Being  multitudes  of  tyrant  men  in  union  blasphemous 
SS5  Against  the  Divine  Image^  congregated  assemblies  of 

wicked  men. 

Pityinff,  the  Lamb  of  God  descended  through  Jeru- 

iuem's  gates 
To  put  off  the  Mystery^  time  after  time^  and  as  a  Man 
le  bom  on  earthy  so  was  he  bom  of  fair  Jerusalem 
In  MjTsterv's  woven  mantle^  and  in  the  robes  of  Luvah.

Their  victims,  and  with  knives  wounding  them,  sing^

Sneh  are  the  songs  of  Hrzah,  such  the  loves  of  Amalek.

The  Lamb  of  God  descended  through  tke  nether  por* 

tions  of  Luvah^ 
Bearing  his  sorrows  and  receiving  all  his  cruel  wounds. 

Thus  was  the  Lamb  of  God  condemned  to  death. 
320  They  nailed  him  upon  the  tree  of  Mystery,  weeping 

over  him^ 
And  then  mocking,  and  then  worshipping,  calling 

him  Lord  and  King. 
Sometimes  as  twelve  daughters  lovely,  sometimes  as

Death  !    Grod  of  all !    From  whom  we  rise,  to  whom

330  And  let  all   nations  of  the  Earth  worship  at  the 

Sepulchre 
With  gifts  and  spices,  and  with  lamps  embossed, 

jewels  and  gold. 

Los  took  the  body  from  the  Cross,  Jerusalem  weeping 

over.

360  And  myriads  more  of  sona  and  daughters  to  whom  our 

loves  increased^ 
To  each  according  to  the  multiplication    of  their 

multitudes. 
But  Satan  accused  Palamabron  before  his  brethren, 

also  he  maddened 
The  horses  of  Palamabron's  harrow,  wherefore  Rintrah

Snitharmon's  moony  space,  and  in  it,  Satan  and  his 

companions. 
390  Tliey  rolled  down  a  dim  world,  crushed  with  snow, 

deadly  and  dark. 
Jerusalem,  pitying  them,  wove  them  mantles  of  life 

and  death, 
Hmee  after  times,  and  those  in  Eden  set  Lucifer  for 

their  cuard. 
Loeifer  renised  to  die  for  Satan.     In  pride  he  forsook 

his  charge. 
They  sent  Molech.     Molech  was  impatient     They 

sent— 
195  Molech  impatientr— they  sent  Elohim,  who  created 

Adam, 
To  die  for  Satan.    Adam  refused,  but  was  compelled 

to  die 
Ihr  Satan's  arts.     Then  the  eternals  sent  Shaddal. 
Sheddai  was  angry.     Pahad  descended.     Pahad  was 

terrified. 
And  then  they  sent  Jehovah,  who,  leprous,  stretched 

his  hand  to  Eternity. 
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400  Then  Jesus  came^  and  died  willing  beneath  Unsali 
and  Rahab. 

Thou  art  that  Rahab.  To  the  tomb.  What  can  we 
purpose  more  ?

Rahab,  burning  with  pride  and  revenge,   departed

405  Los  dropped  a  tear  at  her  departure,  but  he  wiped  it 

away  in  hope. 
She  went  to  Urizen  in  pride.     The  Prince  of  Light 

beheld 
Revealed  before  the  face  of  heaven  his  secret  holiness. 
Darkness  and  sorrow  covered  all  flesh.     Eternity  was 

darkened. 

Urizen  sitting  in  his  web  of  deceitful  religion 
410  Felt  the  female  death, — a  dull  and  numbing  stupor, 

such  as  never

Prophet. 

Then  the  Eternal  Man  arose.     He  welcomed  them  to 

the  feast 
6x5 The  feast  was  spread  in  the  bright  south;  and  the 

Eternal  Man 
Sat  at  the  feast  rejoicing^  and  the  wine  of  Eternity

Wliere  are  your  chains  ?    Where  are  your  tears  ?  Why 

do  you  look  around  ? 
If  you  are  thirsty^  there  is  the  river ;  go,  bathe  your 

parched  limbs. 
And  the  good  of  all  the  land  is  before  you,  for 

Mystery  is  no  more. 

Then  all  the  slaves  from  every  earth  in  the  wide 

Universe 
680  Sing  a  new  song,  drowning  confusion  in  its  happy 

notes. 
While  the  flail  of  Urizen  sounded  loud,  and  the 

winnowing  wind  of  Tharmas 
So  loud,  so  clear  in  the  wide  heavens,  and  the  song 

that  they  sang  was  this. 
Composed  by  an  African  Black  from  the  little  earth  of 

Sotha  :— 

Aha  !    Aha  !    How  came  I  here,  in  my  sweet  native 
land? 
685  How  came  I  here  ?    Methinks  I  am  as  I  was  in  my 
youth. 

When  in  my  father's  house,  in  joy,  I  heard  his  cheer- 
ing voice. 

Methinks  I  see  his  flocks  and  herds  and  feel  my  limbs 
renewed, 

And  lo  !  my  brethren  in  their  tents,  and  their  little 
ones  around  them  ! 

The  song  arose  to  the  golden  feast    The  Eternal  Man 

rejoiced. 
690  The  Eternal  Man  said :  Luvah,  the  vintage  is  ripe. 

Arise ! 
The  sons  of  Urizen  shall  gather  the  vintage  with  sharp 

hooks. 
And  all  thv  sons,  oh  Liuvah  !  bear  away  the  families 

of  eartL 
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I  hear  the  flail  of  Urizen.    His  barns  are  full.     No 

room 
Remains^  and  in  the  Tinejrards  stand  the  abounding 

sheaves  beneath 
695  The  falling  grapes  that  odorous  burst  upon  the  winds. 

Arise! 
My  flocks  and  herds  trample  the  com^  my  cattle 

browse  upon 
The  ripe  clusters.     The  shepherds  shout  for  Luvah, 

Prince  of  Love. 
Let  the  Bulls  of  Luvah  tread  the  corn  and  draw  the 

loaded  waggon 
Into  the  barn  while  children  glean  the  ears  around 

the  door. 
700  Then  shall  they  lift  their  innocent  hands  and  stroke 

his  furious  nose^ 
And  he  shall  lick  the  little  girl's  white  neck^  and  on 

her  head 
Scatter  the  perfumes  of  his  breath,  while  from  his 

mountains  high 
The  lion  of  terror  shall  come  down^  and  bending  his 

bright  mane 
And  crouching  at  their  side^  shall  eat  from  the  curly 

bov's  white  lap 
705  His  golden  food^  and  in  the  evening  sleep  before  the 

door. 

Attempting  to  be  more  than  man  we  become  less^  said 

Luvah^ 
As  he  arose  from  the  bright  feast^  drunk  with  the 

wine  of  ages. 
His  crown  of  thorns  fell  from  his  head^  he  hung  his 

living  lyre 
Behind  the  seat  of  the  Eternal  Man,  and  took  his  way^ 
710  Sounding  the  song  of  Los,  descending  to  the  vineyards 

bri^t. 
His  sons,  arising  from  the  feast  with  golden  baskets^ 

follow, 
A  fiery  train^  as  when  the  Sun  sings  in  the  ripe  vine- 

jkrds. 
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Then  Luvah  stood  before  the  wine-press.    All  his  derf 

sons 
Brought  up  the   loaded  waggons  with    shoutings : 

ramping  tigers  play 
715  In  the  jingOng  traces ;  furious  lions  sound  the  song 

of  joy 
To  the  golden  wheels  circling  upon  the  pavement  of 

heaven^  and  all 
The  villages  of  Luvah  rising ;  the  golden  tiles  of  the 

villages 
Reply  to  violins  and  tabors,  to  the  pipe,  flute,  lyre, 

and  cymbaL 
These  fill  the  legions  of  Mystery  with  maddening  con- 
fusion. 
Tao  Down,  down,  through  the  immense,  with  outcry^  ^^» 

and  despair. 
Into  the  wine-presses  of  Luvah,  howling,  fall  the 

clusters 
Of  human  fiimilies  through  the  deep.     The  wine- 

Eresses  are  filled, 
lood  of  life  flowed  plentiful ;  odours  of  life  arose 
All  round  the  heavenly  arches,  and  the  odours  sang 
this  song : 

735  Terrible  wine-presses  of  Luvah  !    Oh,  caverns  of  the 

grave ! 
How  lovely  the  delights  of  those  risen  again  from 

death! 
Oh,  trembling  joy !    Excess  of  joy  is  like  excess  of 

grief. 

So  sang  the  human  odours  round  the  wine-presses  of 

Luvah. 
But  in  the  wine-presses  is  wailing,  terror  and  despair. 
730  Forsaken  of  their  elements  they  vanish  and  are  no 

more — 
No  more  but  a  desire  of  being,  a  ravening  desire. 
Desiring  like  the  hungry  worm,  and  like  the  gaping 

grave. 
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They  plunge  into  the  elements.     The  elements  cast 

them  forth. 
Or  else  consume  their  shadowy  semhlance ;  hat  they, 

obstinate, 
735  Though  framed  for  destruction,  cry — Oh,  let  us  exist' 

for 
This  dreadful  non-existence  is  worse  than  the  pains 

of  eternal  birth : 
Eternal  death  who  can  endure  ?    Let  us  consume  in 

fires. 
In  waters  stifling,  or  in  air  corroding,  or  in  earth  shut 

up: 
The  pangs  of  eternal  birth  are  better  than  the  pangs 

of  eternal  death. 


740  How  red  the  sons  and  daughters  of  Luvah  !    How 
they  tread  the  grapes. 

Laughing  and  shouting,  drunk  with  odours  I    Many 
fall  overwearied : 

Drowned  in  the  wine  is  many  a  youth  and  maiden. 
Those  around 

Lay  them  on  skins  of  tigers,  of  the  leopard  or  wild 
ass. 

Till  they  revive,  or  bury  them  in  cool  grots  with  lamen- 
tation. 
745  But  in  the  wine-presses  the  human  grapes  sing  not 
nor  dance. 

They  howl  and  writhe  in  shoals  of  torment  and  fierce 
flames  consuming. 

In  chains  of  iron  and  in  dungeons  circled  with  cease- 
less fires. 

In  pits  and  dens  and  shades  of  death,  and  shapes  of 
torment  and  woe ; 

The  plates  and  the  screws,  and  racks,  and  saws,  and 
cords,  and  fires,  and  floods ; 
750  The  cruel  joy  of  Luvah's  daughters,  lacerating  with 
knives 

And  whips  their  victims,  and  the  deadly  sport  of 
Luvan's  sons. 
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Timbrels  and  violins  sport  round  the  wine-presseSi 

The  little  seed. 
The  sportive  root,  the  earthworm,  the  snake-beetle, 

the  wise  emmet. 
Dance  round  the  wine-pre»es  of  Luvah.     The  centi- 
pede is  there, 
755  The  ground  spider  with  many  eyes,  the  mole  clothed 

with  velvet. 
The  earwig  armed,  the  tender  maggot,  emblem  of 

immortality ; 
The  slow  slug,  the  grasshopper  that  sings  and  laughs 

and  drinks : 
The  winter  comes ;  he  folds  his  slender  bones  without 

a  murmur. 
There  is  the  nettle,  that  can  sting  with  her  soft 

down ;  and  there 
760  The  indignant  thistle,  whose  bitterness  is  bred  in  his 

milk,  who  lives 
On  the  contempt  of  his  neighbours.     There  are  all 

the  idle  weeds 
That  creep  about  the  obscure  places,  showing  their 

various  limbs 
Naked  in  all  their  beauty,  dancing  round  the  wine- 
presses. 
They  dance  around  the  dying,  and  they  drink  the  howls 

and  groans ; 
765  They  catch  the  shrieks  in  cups  of  gold ;  they  hand 

them  to  one  another. 
These  are  the  sports  of  love,  the  sweet  delights  of 

amorous  play : 
Tears  of  the  grape,  the  death-sweat  of  the  oloster, 

the  last  sigh 
Of  the  mild  youth  who  listens  to  the  luring  songs  of 

Luvah. 


The  Eternal  Man  darkened  with  sorrow,  and  a  wintry 
mantle 
770  Covered  the  hills.     He  said— Oh  Tharmas,  rise !  and 
oh,  Urthona ! 
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Then  Tharmas  and   Urthona  rose  from  the  golden 

feast,  satiated 
With  mirth  and  joy  :  Urthona^  limping  from  his  fall, 

on  Tharmas  leaned^ 
In  his  right  hand  his  hammer.     Tharmas  held  his 

shepherd's  crook 
Beset  with  gold^  the  ornaments  formed  by  sons  of 

Urizen. 

775  Then  Enion,  and  Ahania^  and  Vala,  and  the  wife  of 

dark  Urthona 
Rose  from  the  feast^  with  joy  ascending  to  their 

golden  looms. 
Then  the  winged  shuttle  sang^  the  spindle^  the  distaff 

and  reel 
Rang  sweet  the  praise  of  industry  through  all  the 

golden  room. 
Heaven  rang  with  winged  exultation.     All  beneath 

howled  loud, 
780  With  tenfold  rout  and  desolation  roared  the  caverns 

beneath 
When  the  wide  woof  flowed  down  and   when  the 

Nations  were  gathered  together. 
Tharmas  went  down  to  the  wine  presses,  and  beheld 

the  sons  and  daughters 
Of  Luvah  quite  exhausted  with  the  labour  and  quite 

filled 
With  new  wine,   that  they  began  to  torment  one 

another  and  tread 
785  The  weak.     Luvah  and  Vala  slept  on  the  floor,  o'er- 

wearied. 

Urthona  called  his  sons  around  him :  Tharmas  called 

his  sons 
Numerous.    They  took  the  wine,  they  separated  the 

lees. 
And  Luvah  was  put  for  dying  on  the  ground  by  the 

sons  of  Tharmas  and  Urthona. 
They  formed  the  heaven  of  sweetest  wood,  of  gold 

im4  tilver  and  ivorjr^ 
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790  Of  glass  and  precious  stones.     They  loaded  all  the 
waggons  of  heaven 
And  took  away  the  wine  of  ages,  with  solemn  songs 
and  joy. 

Luvah  and  Vala  awoke,  and  all  the  sons  and  daughters 

of  Luvah 
Awoke.  They  wept  to  one  another.  They  re-ascended 
To  the  Eternal  Man.    In  woe  he  cast  them  wailing  into 
795  The  world  of  shadows,  through  the  air,  till  winter  is 

come  and  gone. 
But  the  human  wine  stood  wondering  in  all  these 

delightful  expanses. 
The  elements  subsided,  the  heavens  rolled  on  with 

vocal  harmony. 

Then  Los,  who  is  Urthona,  rose  in  all  his  regenerate 

power. 
The  sea  that  rolled  and  foamed  with  darkness  and  the 

shadow  of  death 
800  Vomited  out  and  gave  up  all.    The  floods  lift  up  their 

hands. 
Singing  and  shrieking  to  the  Man.    They  bow  their 

hoary  heads. 
And  murmuring  in  their  channels  flow  and  circle 

round  his  feet. 

Then  dark  Urthona  took  the  com  out  of  the  stores  of 

Urizen; 
He  ground  it  in  his  rumbling  mills, — terrible  the 

distress 
805  Of  all  the  Nations  of  the  Earth,  ground  in  the  mills 

of  Urthona. 

In  his  hand  Tharmas  takes  the  storms :  he  turns  the 

whirlwinds  loose 
Upon  the  wheels.    The  starry  seas  roar  at  his  dread 

command. 
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And^  eddying  fierce^  rejoice  in  the  fierce  agitation  of 
the  wheels 

Of  dark  Urthona.    Thundering  earthquakes^  fierce 
water-floods^ 
8x0  Rejoice  to  one  another.     Loud  their  voices  shake  the 
ahyss. 

Their  dread  forms  tending  the  dire  mills.     The  grey 
hoar-frost  was  there^ 

And  his  pale  wife  the  aged  snow.    They  watch  over 
the  nres^ 

They  huild  the  ovens  of  Urthona.     Nature  in  dark- 
ness groans. 

And  Men  are  hound  to  sullen  contemplation  all  the 
night. 
8x5  Restless  they  turn  on  beds  of  sorrow,  in  their  inmost 
brain 

Feeling  the  crushing  wheels:  they  rise^  they  write 
the  bitter  words 

Of  stem  Philosophy,  and  knead  the  bread  of  Know- 
ledge with  tears  and  groans. 

Such  are  the  works  of  dark  Urthona.    Tharmas  sifts 

the  com. 
Urthona  made  the  bread  of  ages,  and  he  placed  it 
8ao  In  golden  and  in  silver  baskets,  in  heavens  of  precious 

stone. 
And  then  took  his  repose  in  winter,  in  the  night  of 

time. 

The  sun  has  left  his  blackness  and  has  found  a  fresher 

morning. 
And  the  mild  moon  rejoices  in  the  clear  and  cloudless 

night. 
And  Man  walks  forth  from  midst  of  fires :  the  evil  is 

all  consumed. 
835  His  eyes  behold  the  angelic  spheres  among  the  night 

and  day ; 
Hie  stars  consumed,  like  a  lamp  blown  out,  and  in 

their  stead,  behold ! 
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One  earth — one  sea  beneath ;  nor  erring  globes  wander, 

but  stars 
Of  fire  rise  np  nightly  from  the  ocean ;  and  one  tun 
Each  mornings  like  a  new-bom  Man,  issues  with  smigs 

of joy, 
830  Calling  the  ploughman  to  his  labour,  the  shepherd  to 

his  rest. 
He  walks  upon  the  eternal  mountains,  raising  his 

heavenly  voice. 
Conversing  with  the  animal  forms  of  wisdom  night 

and  day. 
That,  risen  from  the  sea  of  fire,  renewed  walk  over 

the  earth  ; 
For  Tharmas  brought  his  flocks  upon  the  hills,  and  in 

the  vales 
835  Around  the  Eternal    Man's   bright  tent  the  little 

children  plav 
Among  the  woolly  flocks.     The  hammer  of  Urthona 

sounds 
In  the  deep  caves  beneath,  his  limbs  renewed;  his 

lions  roar 
Around  the  furnaces,  and  in  evening  sport  upon  the 

plains. 
They  raise  their  faces  from  the  earth,  conversing  with 

the  Man : 

840  How  is  it  we  have  walked  through  fire  and  yet  are 
not  consumed  ? 

How  is  it  that  all  things  are  changed,  even  as  in 
ancient  times  .^ 

The  sun  arises  from  his  dewy  bed,  and  the  fresh  airs 

Play  in  his  smiling  beams,  giving  the  seeds  of  life  to 
grow. 

And  the  fresh  earth  beams  forth  ten  thousand  thou- 
sand springs  of  life. 

845  Urthona  is  arisen  in  his  strength  :  no  longer  now 
Divided  from  £nitharmon — no  longer  the  Spectre  of 
Los. 
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Where  is  the  Spectre  of  prophecy?  where  is  the 

delusive  phantom  ? 
Departed  :  and  Urthona  issues  from  the  ruinous  walls, 
In  all  his  ancient  strength^  to  form  the  golden  armour 

of  science 
850  For  intellectual  war — the  war  of  swords  departed  now. 
In  dark  religions  are  departed — and  sweet  science 

reigns.

Tlie  foUotcinff  frafftnenU  ducovercd  among  the  page$  of  the 
maniucript  of  *  Vala  *  are  inlerettina.  Some  were  used  by  Blake 
in  the  poem  with  vartatiom.  They  give  a  uieftU  glimpte 
into  the  growth  of  the  imagery^  and,  of  the  ideae  underlying. 

The  following  heart  two  pencilled  %llu$tr€Uiont — the  jlrtt 
repretenting  Urizen;  the  second  Ahaniti^  not  seeing  Luvak 
at  of  old,  but  only  his  feet.  The  whole  passage  was  a*  care- 
fully copied  out  by  Blake  as  the  Nights  /.  and  IL,  and  seems 
to  have  been  intended /or  Night  I  J,  But  there  is  no  pHaee 
vhfre  it  could  come  tn.  We  must  suppose  it  to  have  been 
rejected.  Some  lines  will  be  recognised  as  afterwards  u»ed 
later  in  the  poem. 

The  hone  is  of  more  value  than  the  Man^  the  Tiger 

fierce 
Laughs  at  the  Human  form.     The  Lion  mocks  and 

thirsts  for  blood. 
They  cry,  O  Spider,  spread  thy  web  !    Enlarge  thy 

bones,  and  fiU'd 
With  marrow,  sinews,  and  flesh,  exalt  thyself,  attain 

a  voice. 
5  Call  to  thy  dark  armed  hosts,  for  all  the  sons  of  Men 

muster  together 
To  desolate  their  cities !    Man  shall  be  no  more ! 

Awake,  O  Hosts, 
The  Bowstring  sang  upon  the  hills.     Luvah  and  Valm 

rode 
Triumphant  in  the  bloody  sky.     The  Human  form  is 

no  more. 

The  listening  stars  heard.    The  first  beam  of  the  morn- 
ing started  back, 
lo  He  cried  out  to  his  father — Depart !    Depart !    But 
sudden  seized, 

til 
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And  clad  m  steel,  and  his  horse  proudly  neighed.    He 

smelt  the  hattle 
Afar  off.     Rushing  back,  reddening  with  rage,  the 

Mighty  Father 
Seized  his  bright  sheep-hook,  studded  with  gems  and 

gold.

Luvah,

wintxy  hammers  ; 
Smite,  Spectre  of  Urthona ;  mock  the  fiend  who  drew 

us  down 
From  heavens  of  joy  into  their  deep.     Now  rage,  but 

rage  in  vain. 


Ill  us  sang  the  demons  of  the  deep.     The  clarion  of 

war  blew  loud. 
The  feast  redounds,  and  crowned  with  roses  and  the 

circling  vine 
35  The  enormous  Bride  and  Bridegroom  sat.      Beside 

them  Urizen, 
With  faded  radiance^  sigh'd :  forgetful  of  the  flowing 

wine, 
And  of  Ahania,  his  pure  Bride ;  but  she  was  distant  fiur. 


But  Los  and  Enitharmon  sat  in  discontent  and  scorn. 
Craving  the  more  the  more  enjo3ring,  drawing  out

40  From  all  the  turning  wheels  of  heaven  and  the  chariots, 

of  the  slain.

And  io  the  fragment  ends.  Though  it  wu  eartfuUy  re- 
copied  by  Blake,  the  metre  and  m\uie  were  never  tujflcienUy 
eontidered.  Line  33  will  he  reeogni$ed  <u  line  695  0/  *Vala,* 
Night  VII,  The  Devumt  of  the  deep  there  ting  the  $ong 
attribxUed  to  the  Spectre  Songt  of  Albion  in  *  Jerusalem,*  p.  60, 
The  feoMt  of  which  we  have  heard  is  part  of  the  Sun-mytk  of 
Urizen,  Line  38,  ae  will  be  noticed,  i$  line  346  of  *Vala,' 
Night  I,  It  wat  for  this  portion  of  the  book  that  the  page 
was  destined,  as  is  shotpn  by  its  similarity  in  paper,  style  of 
sketch,  and  handwriting  to  the  whole  of  Night  Ml,  as  much  as 
by  the  subject. 
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Here  it  another  fragment — 

.   .  .   Rahab  triumphs  over  all.     She  took  Jerusalem 
Captive^  a  willing  captive,  by  delusive  arts  impelled 
To  worship  Urizen's  dragon  form^  to  offer  his  own 

children 
Upon   the   bloody   altars.     John   saw    these   things 

revealed  in  heaven 
5  On  Patmos  Isle^  and  heard  the  soul  cry  out  to  be 

delivered. 
He  saw  the  harlot  of  the  Kings  of  Earthy  and  saw  her 

cup 
Of  fornication,  food  of  Ore  and  Satan^  pressed  from 

the  fruit  of  Mystery. 
But  when  she  saw  the  form  of  Ahania  weeping  on  the 

void^ 
And  heard  Enion's  voice  sound  from  the  caverns  of 

the  grave^ 
lo  No  more  spirit  remained  in  her.    She  secretly  left  the 

synagogue  ; 
She  communed  with  Ore  in  secret ;  she  hid  him  with 

the  flax 
That   Enitharmon   had    numbered    away    from    the 

heavens. 
She  gathered  it  together  to   consume   her   Harlot 

Robes 
In  bitterest  contrition ;  sometimes  self-condemning^ 

repentant^ 
15  And  sometimes  kissing  her  robe  of  jewels  and  weeping 

over  them ; 
Sometimes  returning  to  the  synagogue  of  Satan  in 

pride^ 
And  sometimes  weeping  before  it  in  humility  and 

trembling. 
The  synagogue  of  Satan  uniting  against  mystery, — 
Satan  divided  against  Satan, — resolved  in  open  San- 

hedrin 
aoTo  bum  Mystery  with  fire,  and  form  another  from 

her  ashes. 
For  God  put  it  into  their  heart  to  fulfil  all  His  will. 
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The  ashes  of  Mystery  began  to  animate ;  they  called 

it  Deism 
And  Natural  Religion.      As  of  old,  so  now  anew 
began 
24  Babylon  again  in  infancy^  called  Natural  Religion. 

In  thiM  fragment  Una  4  and  5  repeat  V)hat  is  told  in 
*  Milton^'  p,  42,  U  22,  and  show,  alona  with  many  oUier 
examples^  that  the  tyinbolio  tense  in  which  Blake  read  the 
Bible  was  the  sense  in  which  he  wrote  his  own  poems. 

The  last  lines  show  the  same  idea  as  that  contained  in  the 
accounts  of  the  Twenty-uven  Heavens — *  Where  Luther  ends 
Adam  begins  again  in  eternal  circle.* — *Jerusalemt*  p,  75, 
line  24. 

A  nother  fragment  here  follows. 

This  time  we  hare  evidently  a  sketch  of  a  portion  of  Night  /. 
The  symbol  is  *  Virgo-Scorpio*  in  an  early  mental  form. 

Beneath  the  veil  of  Vala  rose  Tharmas  from  dewy 

tears. 
The  Eternal  Man  bow'd  his  bright  head^  and  Urizen^ 

Prince  of  Lights 
Awakened  Vala.      Ariston    ran    forth   with    bright 

Ahana,  (sic) 
And  dark  Urthona  roused  his  shady  bride  from  her 

deep  den. 
Pitying,  they  viewed  the  new-bom  demon^  for  they 

could  not  love. 
Male-formed   the    demon    mild^  athletic   force    his 

shoulders  spread. 
And  his  bright  feet  firm  as  a  brazen  altar ;  but  the 

parts 
To  love  devoted  female.     All  astonished  stood  the 

hosts 
Of  heaven^  whilst  Tharmas  with  winged  speed  flew  to 

the  sandy  shore. 
He  rested  on  the  desert  wild,  and  on  the  raging  sea 
He  stood  and  stretched  his  wings  and

On  ike  hack  of  the  paper  hearing  thete  fragmentt  the  folhyh 
ing  if  written  in  pencil  :— 

The  ocean  calm,  the  clouds  fold  round.     The  fiery 

ilame  of  love 
Inwraps  the  immortal  limbs,  struggling  in  terrific  joy 
Not  long.     Thunders  and  lightnings  swift,  rendings 

and  blushing  winds 
Sweep  o'er  the  struggling  copulation  in  fell  writhing 

pangs. 
They  lie  in  twisting  agonies  beneath  the  covering 

heavens. 

The  womb  impressed,  Enion  fled  and  hid  in  verdant 

mountains. 
Yet  her  heavenly  orbs 


From  Enion  pours  the  seed  of  life,  and  death  in  all 

her  limbs 
Froze.     In  the  womb  of  Tharmas  rush  the  rivers  of 

Enion's  pain. 
Trembling  he  lay,  swelled   with  the  deluge  in  the 

anguish—- 

Here  a  fraffment  from  Night  /.,  hardly  altered  when  incor- 
porated with  thepoem.  Yet  Aere,  a«  elsewhere^  iome  hint  of  the 
eiaential  idea  e$capety  and  reveals  itself  in  the  fir U  improvim' 
tian,  though  the  thought  is  less  obtnous  whm  the  sustained 
myth  is  produced. 

Mingling  his  horrible  brightness  with  her  tender 

limbs,  then  high  she  soared, 
Shrieking  above  the  ocean,  a  bright  wonder  that 

Nature  shuddered  at— 
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Half  woman  and  half  serpent.     All  his  lorely  chang- 
ing colours  mix 
With  her  fair  crystal  clearness.    In  her  lips  and  cheeks 

his  poisons  rose 
In  blushes  like  the  mornings  and  his  scaly  armour 

softening^ 
A  monster^  lonely  in  the  heavens  or  wandering  on  the 

earthy 
With  female  voice  warbling  upon  the  hills  and  hollow 

vales^ 
Beauty  all    blushing    with    desire^    a    self-enjoying 

wonder. 
For  Enion  brooded,  groaning  loud ;  the  rough  sea 

vegetates  golden  rocks^ 
And  thus  her  voice ; — Glory  !    Delight !     O  sweet 

enjoyment  born 
To  mild  eternity,  shut  in  a  three-fold  shape  delightful. 
To  wander  in  sweet  solitude,  enraptured  at  every 

wind. 


Then  across  the  ocean  Enion  brooded  groaning.    The 

golden  rocks  vegetated. 
Infolding  the  bright    woman    from    the  desolating 

winds. 


J%«  last  ttpo  lintt  are  enutd.  The  idea  grew  vWi  eonten- 
pleUion,  In  the  poem  we  no  longer  have  merelp  the  vfrgo- 
■oorpio»  the  woman-terpeni^  the  mixture  of  beauty  and  desire. 
The  two  aUrihuUt  eome  forth  and  reveal  themiehes  a$  iwin 
ehildrfn,  who  draw  her  life  into  themaelve$—or  absorb  her 
attributes — till  the  vanishes,  and  they  appear  as  Time  and 
Space  in  their  fir tt  innocence. 

In  the  above  lines  a  few  t*erbaZ  alterations  were  made,  not 
without  significance.  In  the  first  line  brightnen  was  efr}ssed 
oiU  and  darkness  substituted.  In  the  third  serpent  was  struck 
out  and  replaced  by  cherub.  In  the  fifth,  tcalj  armour  is 
made  to  give  place  to  rocky  features.  The  meaning  is  obvious. 
The  brightness  of  the  serpent* s  gems  {or  the  rainboufs  colours), 
being  food  of  the  five  senses,  is  darkness  to  the  spirit.  The 
cherub  of  mortal  love  is  the  serpent,  and  the  rocky  features  of 
thefiesh  or  of  literal  scripture,  or  of  morality,  are  the  tame 
as  the  tcales  of  Satan^s  natural  armour. 
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On  the  other  aide  in  pencil  it  a  mere  Bcrap^  alto  from 
Night  /.  .— 

That  I  should  hide  thee  with  my  power  and  d 

And  now  thou  darkenest  in  thy  presence ;  never  from 
my  sight 

There  it  no  more  here,  A  tketeh  betide  it  thotot  the  back  of 
a  fooman  who  it  teated  in  the  coilt  of  a  terpent,  whote  body 
teent  to  have  grown  from  her  thight  like  the  fithy  half  of  a 
mermaid. 

Another  fragment  begint  with  the  pattage  in  Night  VIII, ^ 
lineiS^— 

The  Lamb  of  Grod  stood  before  Satan  opposite. 

Thefirtt  ten  linet  are  the  tame,  but  at  the  tenth  and  afier-we 
have  the  following : — 

Such  seemed  the  synagogue  to  distant  view  ;  around 
them  stood 

The  daughters  of  Canaan  and  Moab^  binding  on  the 
stones 

Their  victims,  and  with  knives  tormenting  them, 
singing  with  tears 

Over  their  victims.  Thus  was  the  Lamb  of  God  con- 
demned to  death. 

They  nailed  him  upon  the  tree  of  Mystery^  and  weep- 
ing over  him. 

And  mocking,  then  worshipping,  calling  him  lord  and 
king. 

Sometimes  as  twelve  daughters  lovely,  and  sometimes 
as  five 

They  stood  in  beaming  beauty,  and  sometimes  as  one, 
even  Rahab 

Who  is  Mystery,  Babylon  the  Great,  Mother  of 
Harlots. 

The  following  continnet  the  pattage,  btU  hat  aU  been  ttruck 
out:— 

And  Rahab  stripped  off  Luvah's  robe  from  off  the 
limbs  of  God, 
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Then  first  she  saw  his  glory^  and  her  harlot  form 

appeared 

In  all  its  turpitude  beneath  the  divine  light 

She  made  herself  a  mantle  of  Luvah's  robes. 

Also  the  vegetative  bodies  which  £nitharmon  wove  in 

her  loins 
Opened  within  the  hearty  and  in  the  loins,  and  in  the 

brain 
To  Beulah,  and  the  dead  in  Beulah  descended  through 

their  gates. 
And  some  were  woven  one-fold,  some  two-fold,  and 

some  three-fold. 
In  head  and  heart  and  reins,  according  to  their  fittest 

order. 

Of  most  mournful  pity  and  compassion  to  the  spec- 

trous  dead. 
Darkness  and  sorrow  covered  all  flesh ;  eternity  was 

darkened. 
Urizen  sitting  in  his  web  of  deceitful  religion  was 

tormented. 
He   felt   the  female  death, — a  dull   and   numbing 

stupor 

Such  art  the  fragmerUi  found  among  the  pages  of  the  manu" 
icript  of  *  Vala,* 
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The  early  paget  of  *  Vala,'  up  to  Night  III,,  line  106,  vfere 
probably  vfriUen  in  1797,  ,aU  but  the  opening  lines,  whiek 
occupy  apace  where  a  complete  erasure  ha^  been  made. 

The  poem  began  with  lines  6,  7,  and  8  when  first  written.  Its 
title  at  that  time  was  to  have  been  *  The  Four  Zoas,  or  the 
Torments  of  Love  and  Jealousy,* 

Lines  9  and  10  of  Night  I,  are  even  more  recent^  and  are  in 
pencil.  So  is  line  18.  In  the  margin  occur  two  lines  that 
seem  to  have  no  place  in  the  text,  but  rather  to  be  an  author's 
note  of  vieionary  experience.    They  are  written  sideways — 

'The  men  have  received  their  death- wounds  and  their  emana- 
tions are  fled 
To  me  for  refuge,  and  I  cannot  turn  them  out  for  pitj's  sake.* 

Blake  »eema  to  have  read  over  his  poem  as  far  as  line  21,  and 
jotted  in  these  ttoo  lines  to  tell  what  happened  when  the  emami- 
tions  were  lost.  The  '  men  *  are  the  male  portions,  moods,  or 
mental  stales,  '  sons '  of  Los, 

A  later  reading  for  the  beginning  of  line  23  is^ 

'  I  have  hidden  thee,  Jerusalem,  in  silent  contention.' 

Lines  38,  39,  and  40  CM^e  later  than  the  rest. 

In  'Jerusalem,'  lines  30,  31,  32,  38,  39,  48.  49,  50  are  git^en 
in  page  22  as  lines  10,  11,  12,  14,  15,  20,  21.  22,  23,  24  of  that 
jMge,  The  context  is  of  interpretative  value  as  the  essential 
ideas  are  the  same. 

Lines  41  to  45  indusiife  in  pencil  opposite  the  serpents 
mouth  in  design  on  MS,,  seem  to  he  intended  for  the  words 
that  Tharmas  wept  into  his  cloud. 

Lines  46  to  67  inclusive,  sideways  on  margin,  later  than 
text. 

Lines  66  to  98  inclusive,  marked  later  by  Blake  for  ercuure. 

Lines  99  to  122  inclusive,  left  to  stand  as  the  story  of  the 
incident.  In  line  93  the  Ictst  words,  whence  I  emerged,  are 
substituted  for  of  death  and  hell  previowily  written. 

For  line  105,  another  reading,  later,  is  — 

'A  tabernacle  for  Jerusalem,  she  sat  among  the  rocks.' 
220 
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Line  123  wcl$  atjirst  written 

*  Ah  me,  wretched,  what  hare  I  done,— what  deed?'— 

and  EnioPk»  name  was  added  after  in  the  teeond  reading. 

Line*  123  to  131  inclusitre  are  ennsed  out,  but  here  re- 
instated.  The  foUowinff  added  to  them  and  ieparaUly  croued 
out— 

'  So  wailed  she,  trembling  before  her  own  created  phantasm, 
Which  animating  times  on  times  bj  the  force  of  her  sweet 

song, 
Reared    .    .    .' 

The  last  altered  before  ertuttre  to — 

'  Bat  standing  on  the  rocks  her  woven  shadow  glowing  bright, 
Reared    .    .     / 

Instead  of  these,  namely  99  onwards,  the  lines  197  to  Sll 
inclusive  were  to  have  been  inserted  there*  They  are  of  later 
date. 

Lines  132  to  154  inclusive,  left  to  stand  as  the  story. 

In  line  151,  a  later  reading  for  his  lovelj  changing  ooloiin 
mix,  was  his  scalj  armour  softening. 

Lines  155  to  157  inclusive,  crossed  out  in  pencil  by  Blake, 

Lines  158  to  164,  to  stand. 

In  line  161  the  word  *and*  should  occur  before  *  growing.* 
It  was  omitted  in  error. 

Lines  165  to  168,  later.    See  fragment  No.  I. 

Lines  169  to  177,  not  to  stand. 

Lines  178  to  186,  separately  condemned  as  not  to  stand. 

In  place  of  parts  of  186-6  toas,  till  Blake  partly  erased 
it— 

*  Thus  Enion  gave  them  all  her  spectroos  life  in  dark  despair,* 
showing  that  it  was  her  despair,  not  theirs. 

Lines  187  to  196,  later. 

Line  189  at  first  stood  thus,  till  Blake  altered  it— 

*  And  many  tears,  and  in  evening  years  gave  visions  and  sent 

heaven.' 

Lines  197  to  211  should  perhaps  have  been  placed  as  already 
indicated,  before  132.  But  they  have  no  real  position  here  at 
all,  being  a  late  paragraph  written  separately. 

Lines  212  to  224,  to  stand.     Then  an  erased  line— 

'Nine  years  they  view  the  glowing  spheres  reading  the  visions 
ofBeulah.^ 
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Then  come*  a  note  thai  the  next  line,  thai  numbered  225,  if 
to  be  the  b^inning  of  Night  II.  If  this  division  had  remained 
as  final,  Night  I,  would,  after  all  erasures,  have  had  only  half 
the  present  number  of  lines. 

Lines  225  to  262,  to  stand. 

Lines  263  (o  270  afterwards  erased  by  Blake, 

No  long  erasures  restored  after  this,  ail  to  stand. 

Lines  305  to  315,  later. 

Lines  331  to  337,  later. 

Lines  348  erased  in  pencil, 

Blake  gives  later  this  altemcUive  reading  to  line  357 — 

'Ephraim  called  out  to  Tiriel ;  Awake,  O  brother  Mountain.* 

After  line  397  tJu  words 

End  of  the  First  Night 

are  written.    This  is  the  second  place  marked  for  the  end  of 
the  First  Night. 

Lines  398  to  427  is  a  much  later  fragment,  written  on  two 
sides  of  a  piece  of  paper.  At  the  end  of  line  413  we  read  for 
the  third  tim^ — 

End  of  the  Fint  Night. 
In  360,  add  the  word  *  Human'  before  'blood,'  omitted  in 


In  line  434  Blake  later  wrote  Snowdon  as  an  alternative 
reading  for  Mount  Qilead,  and  in  442,  Beth  Peor  is  changed 
later  to  Conway  Vale ;  and  in  469,  over  the  last  word  deep,  is 
written  later  Atlantic 

Lines  428  to  end  of  Night  I,  are  much  later  than  the  former 
pages,  and  are  written  on  another  kind  of  paper.  Of  these 
lines,  488  is  an  addition  to  the  rest,  made  later  tnpenctl. 

The  placing  of  these  lines  in  Night  I.  at  aUis  conjectural. 
They  have  no  other  pUice,  They  were  written  later  than  the 
pages  ofNight  II.,  which  follow,  but  belong  to  the  date  of  the 
lines  398,  etc.,  which  are  marked  as  belonging  to  this  Night. 

By  comparing  the  fragments  of  MS.  given  above  on  the 
Hermaphrodites,  and  the  woman-serpent,  with  the  passages 
marked  for  erasure  by  Blake,  in  the  early  pages  of  Night  I,, 
three  stages  of  symbolic  idea  are  seen  like  successive  groups 
in  the  poefs  mind.  Beauty,  the  female,  and  Desire^caUed 
Enion  and  Tharmas — the  male,  are  the  hero  and  heroine  of 
the  story.  They  are  *  Virgo*  and  *  Scorpio*;  they  mingle,  and 
are  seen  €U  Hermaphrodite.  They  mingle  more  simply  and 
are  seen  as  marriage.  Finally  they  separate  into  Feeling  and 
Change,  and  appear  as  EnUharmon  and  Los,  the  infants 
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afterwards  •Jtnotm  to  mortals^  {note  the  to  morUls)  a»  Time 
and  Space,  Blake  is  seen  here  still  groping  among  his  visions 
for  the  best  expression  of  what  kis  r^fUetions  told  him  mtut  be 
their  true  meaning. 

There  is  no  correct  and  authentic  text,  therefore,  for  the 
First  Night  of  Vala,  what  is  given  here  being  the  mass  of  yfrit- 
ing  otU  of  which  Blake  never  finally  selected  such  a  tezL 
Much  thai  he  rejected  is  restored  for  its  value  in  showing  the 
grovih  and  meaning  of  his  idea. 
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Night  II,  was  headed  Night  the  First,  and  the  word  First 
erased.  It  is  early  in  date  except  a  few  insertions. 
In  line  3»  Albion  was  written  at  first  only  Man,  with  no  name. 
Line  4  is  later,  and  the  Icut  word  ean  was  written  at  first 
porches.  So  are  lines  S,  £5.  Lines  35  (o  62  are  also  of  later 
date.  At  63  the  manuscript,  copied  out  in  fair  hand,  con- 
tinues. Line  71  is  later,  in  pencil.  Line  9S,  Uut  words, 
*0h  Lam}}*  and  99,  100,  and  101  are  later,  and  so  is  104. 
The  first  MS,  read  thus,  before  Blake  altered  it— 

'  She  bore  me  ■ens  and  danghteri, 
And  thej  have  taken  her  away  and  hid  her  from  my  sight. 
They  have  surrounded  me  with  walls  of  iron  and  brass, — 
Discordant  principles  of  love  and  hate.     I  suffer  a(9ietion 
Because  I  love,  for  I  was  lone,  and  hatred  awakens  in  me. 

The  speaker  is  Luvah  in  the  furnaces,  as  shown  by  line  110. 
Their  walls  of  iron  and  bnus  arc  thus  explained  clearly. 
Iron  is  love,  as  shown  in  Preludium  to  America,  third 
line,  and  elsewhere. 

In  line  106,  Human  Terror  was  at  first  written.  Human 
Delusion  is  later. 

Line  111  m  later.  Lines  120  to  133  are  later.  The  MS, 
continued  originally  so  that  119  preceded  134. 

In  line  135,  Pyramid  wa*  at  first  globe. 

In  line  138,  centre  was  erased,  basement  substituted,  and 
then  erased. 

In  line  143,  cubes  was  at  first  written  globes. 

Lines  167  a7%d  168  are  later. 

Lines  172  to  209  form  also  a  passage  written  later. 

Lines  242  and  243  later ;  line  243  in  pencil 

In  line  248,  orbs  is  altered  later  to  cuoes. 

Lines  253  to  259  later. 

Lines  263  ^o  280  later. 
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In  line  273,  spring  is  altered  later  to  season. 

Line  883  later. 

Line9  S95  to  377,  aU  later.    Line  379,  aUo  later. 

In  line  416,  terrible  i»  altered  later  to  speetrous. 

Aeoording  to  Blak^B  eountinff  at  an  early  period — not 
known  vfhen — before  many  intertiont—aome  of  which  map 
have  been  lost  as  he  re-eopied—line  158  cts  printed  was  marked 
as  100,  and  line  S86  cts  800. 

In  line  398,  vintage  was  corrected  bp  Blake  into  harvest, 
which  now  standi. 

In  line  318,  terrible  is  left,  though  Blake  gave  speetrous  cts  a 
later  readina. 

How  much  later  all  the  passages  inserted  by  him  were  added 
eon  only  be  conjectured^  but  probably  many  of  them  may  be 
dated  provisionally  about  the  time  of  the  printing  of  *Jeru- 
salem^^unleu  *  Jerusalem*  superseded  the  whole  of  this  JUS. 
-insertions  included. 


NIGHT  THE  THIRD 

Here  lines  88  and  29  were  erased  and  line  30  inserted  in  the 
later  period  of  the  MS.  as  a  substittUe.  AU  three  are  prirUed 
here. 

Lines  91  and  98  are  later.  The  word  Albion  was  perhaps 
written  by  mistake  for  Ahaaia,  but  if  so,  Blake  overlooked  the 
error.  They  were  visions  qfAhania.  See  above,  lines  84-86. 
Compare  'Jerusalem^*  p.  89. 

Lines  106  to  107,  about  dosing  the  Western  Gate,  are  later, 
inpeneiL 

At*'*AmInotGod,'*saidUrisen,*eU.,beffins  the  portion 
cftheMS,  not  copied  wt,  but  from  now  to  the  end  apparently 
if  m  date  nearly  that  of  the  insertions,  though  another 
Mange,  still  more  near  to  their  exact  d€Ue,  occurs  in  Night 
VL 

Lines  131  and  138  later. 

The  following  verbal  alterations  occur— 

In  line  1 4,  Ahania  altered  later  to  shadow. 

In  line  6^1,  Fallen  one,  altered  later  to  Albion. 

In  line  68,  Fallen  one,  altered  later  to  Albion. 

In  line  69,  Man  altered  ktter  to  Albion. 

In  line  71,  Fallen  one,  altered  later  to  Albion. 

In  line  81,  Man  altered  later  to  Albion. 

In  line  83,  Fallen  Man,  altered  later  to  Albion. 
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The  linei  of  the  ieventh  age,  242,  245,  are  later,  but  i 
ingly  by  oversight.     The  lines  246  to  278  are  appareffUly  later. 

In  line  264,  Kan  wu  eUtered  later  to  Albion. 

In  line  274,  the  deep«  €Utered  kUer  to  itarry  wheels,  an 
expression  much  uaed  in  *Jerusalenu*  The  earUer  term 
explains  iL 

Of  these,  the  line  271  is  later  still,  inpenoH,  ih^u  daHmg  the 
pencil  insertions  as  belonging  to  a  third  period,  the  pen  inser- 
tions of  the  early  books  being  probably  made  at  Felpham,  or 
when  ike  MS,  vfos  resumed.  This  would  account  for  its  being 
in  itself  a  sort  of  compound  of  all  Blake's  other  books,  except 
*  Milton*  and  ^Jerusalem,*  which  are  enriched  by  Boraps  taken 
from  *Vala,*  but  are  not  sumviarised  in  it,  except  in  so  far  as 
the  myth  of  SaJtan  and  PtUamaJbron  is  eoneemed,  an  episode 
in  the  earlier  part  of  ^Milton*  designed  when  *Milton*  was 
still  intended  to  be  a  poem  in  twelve  6ookt.  '  One  thing  of 
real  consequence  I  have  accomplished  by  coming  into  the 
country,  which  is  to  me  consolation  enough,*  writes  Blake  in 
January  1802.  *  /  have  re-colleeted  all  my  scattered  thoughts 
on  art.*  *  Vala,*  in  its  corrected  and  etUarged  form,  tervu 
to  have  been  the  noting-plaee  of  this  re-colketionf  wktch  then 
expanded  into  *  Jerusalem*  and  *  Milton,* 

Here  and  there,  page»  written  after  the  Fdpham  time  seem 
to  have  been  added  to  the  later  nighti. 


NIQHT  THE  FIFTH 
This  is  practicaUy  of  one  date. 

NIGHT  THE  SIXTH 

Is  also  practically  of  one  date. 

The  word  *  Southern'  in  line  144  if  confusing.  They  were 
his  children,  and  so  southern,  yet  they  were  in  tke  North  with 
him.     Compare  line  78. 

Lines  225,  234,  and  236  are  late.    Line  244  is  inpenciL 

After  line  257  a  later  handwriting  than  that  used  since 
Night  III.  Line  107  characterises  the  rest  of  the  MS.  It 
resembles  that  of  the  alterations,  siuch  a«  the  change  of 
'Man*  to  *  Albion,*  etc. 

In  this  Night,  onfaeeimile  No.  7  in  the  Quaritoh  edition,  a 
hint  of  faint  words  may,  perhaps,  be  detected  on  the  right- 
VOL.  II,  p 
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"kofid  margin.  They  are  a  litUe  couplet  in  pencil,  of  which 
one  word,  illegible  in  the  original,  lookt  like  cm  impotnUe 
term,  and  causes  the  couplet  to  read  <u  follows : — 

'Till  thou  doit  injure  the  distreet 
Thou  Bhalt  never  hAve  peaoe  within  thy  breast.' 

After  fruitless  efforts,  we  reluctantly  leave  the  deciphering  of 
the  word  that  cannot  be  injure  to  future  editors.  It  would 
have  biographical  interest 


NIGHT  THE  SEVENTH 

This,  like  Night  I,,  was  written  in  fragmenXs,  and  their 
order  indicated  by  Blake  in  a  series  of  contradictory  direc- 
tions. It  has  been  arrtmged  for  press  cor^eeturally,  and  the 
beginning  taken  ciccording  to  Blake's  last  idea.  The  first  lines 
bear  the  number  of  the  Night  at  their  head,  and  are  the  Viird 
eommeneement  destined  for  it. 

The  lines  115  to  134  are  later,  a  concrete  illustration  of  the 
preceding  abstractions.  Line  135  s%ioceeded  114  originally. 
in  166  aflBietion  is  altered  later  into  wiidom. 

In  line  987,  *  From  Enion's  brain '  is  later. 

Lines  300  to  306  are  later.  Here  the  MS,  is  resumed  after 
a  pause,  but  all  at  about  the  same  date. 

Lines  325  to  ^  are  later. 

Line  494  begins  a  fresh  portion  of  MS.  It  is  called  line 
163  of  Blake's  first  draft  of  this  Night,  and  is  another  com- 
meneement. 

Line  609  ends  a  page.  The  MS.  calls  it  972,  and  directs 
that  one  of  the  beginnings  shall  be  brought  here,  and  used  cm 
the  remainder  of  the  NighL 

In  line  583,  the  last  word  but  one  should  probably  be 
weary. 

In  line  634,  steeds  was  afterwards  altered  to  olouds  by  Blake. 

The  word  up  before  to  should  be  added  in  line  643. 

From  line  6)50  much  that  follows  is  copied  with  slight  tfcrbal 
additions,  mostly  destructive  of  metre,  but  explanatory  in  in- 
tention, ctnd  found  in  p.  66  of  Jerusalem. ' 

In  what  follows,  lines  680,  6Sl,  and  623  are  later,  and  also 
Unes  676  and  677. 

Line  692  is  later,  also  lines  69S,  704,  and  708. 

Beside  the  passage  that  ends  with  line  694  a  pencil  note,

NIGHT  THE  EIGHTH 

In  thi$  Night  the  line  4  m  later^  amd  in  defiance  of  the  lack 
ofafydl  ttopf  lines  10  to  16  were  to  be  eroied^  hut  are  rettored, 
at  they  were  never  re-written. 

Line  100  is  later.  Lines  104  to  106  are  later.  Lines  106  to 
lis  are  an  insertion,  apparently  later. 

In  line  155,  the  words  these  tenon  are  a  later  reading  of 
Blake's  for  the  humftn  form. 

Lines  197  to  236  is  a  later  fragment  on  other  papers,  hut  its 
piaeefor  insertion  marked  here.  See  facsimile  No,  16,  where 
line  255  bears  the  early  numbering,  as  195. 

Line  252  is  later.  Line  261,  containing  the  four  Zoos  by 
name,  erased,  as  these  are  united,  noteut  off  when  the  spiritual 
body  is  revealed. 

Lines  263  to  409  is  an  enlargement  of  a  late  fragment  Of 
this  enlargement  the  line  273  is  stUl  later,  and  lines  276  to  290 
are  later.    Lines  325  to  334  are  later. 

The  passage  *  But  when  Rahab,'  etc.,  line  336,  was  written 
three  leaves  earlier.  The  MS.  directs  us  to  take  it  from  there 
and  place  it  here,  to  line  406.  This  terminates  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  fragment.  The  original  MS.  had,  when  sketched, 
the  line  609  <u  next  after  263.  It  continues  without  a  break  to 
end  of  Night  VIIL 

In  line  430,  the  word  Urthona  was  altered  later  to  the 
Spectre  by  Blake.  The  earlier  reading  is  restored  for  its 
eteameu  of  meaning.    Of  course  *  Urthana*  was  the  spectre. 


NIGHT  THE  NINTH 

The  heading  of  this  Night  suggests  that  it  was  conceived  {if 
the  appearance  of  the  writing  be  a  guide)  at  the  time  when  the 
title  of  the  poem  wcls  to  have  been  *  The  Death  and  Judg- 
ment of  the  Ancient  Man,*  the  name  *  Albion*  not  being  used 
in  the  MS.  as  yet. 

In  this  Night,  Une  32  if  later,  also  line  60.  Lines  113  and 
127  are  later.  They  seem  utterances  produced  by  the  realisa- 
tion of  the  subject  ofthepoem  in  the  mind  of  the  poet  as  he  sat 
reading  his  own  manuscript.  The  same  may  be  said  of  lines 
139  and  140,  also  ifisertions. 

The  lines  200  (o  202  ore  also  inaertions,    In  the  next  line  it 
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ff  noteworthy  that  The  Elemal  iiiMn  it  thephrau  emplefed, 

*  Albion*  Unoiuatd  after  Night  IV. 

The  tuggettion  teeuu  to  he  that  bif  nbw  Blake  had  given  up 
the  idta  of  using  any  more  ofthie  poem  for  *  Jerusalem '  or 
for  *  Milton,*  and  had  now  decided  on  the  <Mbbreriation  of 

*  Milton,*  He  therefore  did  not  even  look  through  hi$  MS. 
at  the  date  when  Vie  word  'Albion'  was  inserted  into  the 
earlier  *  Night,* 

If  the  exaetearlv  text  were  restored,  it  wotUd  only  gain  u» 
chance  errors.  No  real  point  of  poetrv  or  of  personality  is 
involved.  An  enemy  of  Blake  and  of  poetry  may  do  this 
restoration  some  day. 

Line  256  is  later. 

Lines  330  and  331  later;  also  lines  380,281,  and  S8S. 

Lines  488,  489.  490,  and  491  are  also  later,  Une  686  iv 
later;  also  line  680,  repeated  from  Night  I.  line  SSfi;  im 
altered  by  Blake  from 

*  Fint  bom  for  the  sport  mad  amiueinent  of  Mmi,  dow  bom 

to  drink  up  all  hia  powers.' 

Here  it  stands, — 

'  Not  bom  for  the  sport  and  amusement  of  Man.  bat  aoon  to 
drink  up  all  his  Powers.' 

In  the  course  of  editing,  many  slips  of  the  pen  left  hy  Blake 
are  here  corrected.  They  only  affect  the  seantion  and  never 
the  sense,  still  less  do  they  alter  the  mystieal  or  symboiie  term 
of  any  line.  Nevertheless  a  note  of  each  is  made  im  tka  Cfciw- 
volume  edition  published  by  Quaritch,  so  that  any  studeet 
fearing  to  be  led  cutray  by  them  from  a  correct  apprehension  pf 
Blake  can  restore  the  slips  and  blemishes,  and  disoover  for 
himself  that  neither  sense  nor  sound  is  improved,  but  oiU$ 
stumblings  multiplied,  and  the 

*  Long  resounding,  long  heroic  line* 

if  broken  and  flawed,  to  the  injury  of  the  '  inteUeetnai 
which  Blake  desired  to  fight.

In  thefirtt  lines,  however,  it  is  Los,  amd  not  the  Man,  toho 
is  made  the  hero  of  the  tale.  This  was  a  much  later  idea.  It 
seems  to  have  arisen  from  the  perception  that  the  Sjinrit  of 
Prophecy  is  the  portion  of  man  essentially  capable  of  falling 
without  eofmpletdy  losing  its  characteristic  quality.  It  is  the 
*  Shadowy  Prophet  who  six  thousand  years  ago  fell  from  his 
station,*  w^o  ^now  returns,'  and  through  whose  voice  Blake 
himself  claims  to  speak,  whether  under  )ms  ownname  or  under 
symbolic  pseudonym,  as  Los, 

The  statement  that  Los  was  the  friend  of  Albion,  in  whom 
Albion  should  eventually  see  the  lineaments  of  the  Eternal 
.Friend,  from  whom  he  had  separated  {*  Jerusalem,*  p,  46, 
L  8S),  was  the  result  of  contempUttion,  and  had  not  been  eon" 
sidered  by  Blake  at  the  outseL 

*  Albion,'  as  the  name  for  the  Ancient  Man,  or,  as  he  is 
sometimes  called,  the  *  Fallen  Man,*  was  also  an  afterthoughL 
It  first  appears  (U  a  correction  in  pencil  on  the  title-page,  and 
the  vmperfedt  attempt  Aown  in  these  notes  to  carry  the  new 
iMwie  thrwigh  the  MS,  was  tnade  probably  during  theFelpham 
period,  when  Blake  may  have  picked  up  from  books  in  Hayieffs 
library  patriotic  ideas  with  regard  to  the  symbolic  suitcUnhty 
of  tMcient  English  names,  and  those  of  English  towns.  In 
Night  II,  of  *  Vala,*  I,  3,  Man  it  altered  to  Albion,  as  has 
been  seen,  and  the  name  is  substituted  in  the  same  way  in 
Night  III.,  U,  68,  69,  71,  79,  81,  83,  etc.  Where  these 
passages  occur  in  *  Jerusalem,*  whose  prinlUng  was  not  begun 
tiU  1804,  the  name  *  Albion*  is  definttdy  adopted,  p.  20.  It 
is,  however,  still  altemated  here  and  there  with  the  more 
general  term  (here  retained)  in  the  text  of  *  Vala,' 

Another  title  was  considered  as  better  suited  to  the  poem 
and  was  written  higher  up  on  the  page: —

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Thii  idea  wot  afiertoards  teen  to  he  merely  pari  of  iKe  ttory 
of  how  Lot  fcUft  into  division  and  arisct  into  unity.

An  almost  invitibU  detign  on 
the  page  repretenit  jCguret  with  JUndt  in  a  chaldron  at  the 
bottom  of  the  page^  and  along  the  margin  a  trumpet-hearer  it 
detcendtngf  to  call  to  the  Last  Judgment, 

Finally  the  name 

VALA 

wot  boldly  penned  at  the  true  title^  and  repeated  at  the  head- 
ing of  the  poenCt  first  vage. 

The  value  of  thete  ehanget  in  cutitting  the  interpretation  of 
the  poem  ittelf  it  evident.  They  almott  explain  it  tnthout 
further  key. 

The  motto  of  the  work  may  he  called  that  of  Blake*t 
artiitie  life.  It  it  taken  from  Vie  Epittle  to  the  Ephctiant^ — 
'  J\>r  we  wrestle  not  against  fleth  and  bloody  but  against  prin- 
dpalitiet,  against  power t^  against  the  ruler t  of  the  darknett  of 
ihit  worlds  against  spiritual  wickedness  in  high  pkuxt.*  He 
htu  printed  it  very  carefully  and  legibly  in  Oreek^  though  the 
fadntness  of  the  Uttert  eautet  the  wordt  to  have  a  broken 
wppearance  at  they  ttand  al  the  head  of  the  first  page  in  the 
facsimile  given  wiUi  the  Quaritch  edition.  In  the  reference  to 
JSphetiant  the  Oreek  digamma  at  the  chapter  heading  looked 
to  Uke  a  very  good  Arabic  numeral  5  that  the  editor  mistook 
it  for  one,  a^  falsely  and  rashly  accused  Blake  of  error.  The 
verse  is,  of  courte,  the  twelfth  of  the  sixth  chapter.  The 
reason  for  his  use  of  the  Oreek  is  probably  that  he  felt  it  to  he 
more  evident  in  its  miming  than  the  English,  especially  in  the 
last  words,  where  our  *high  places '  doet  not  indicate  menial 
height,  or  the  height  of  KeaveTi,  to  clearly  at  Blake  withed. 
•  Upward,'  at  he  tayt  eltewhere,  *it  inward,'  The  wordt  rpbs 
rii  rwevfJMTiKii  rijs  TornfAat  h  rdii  irovpawlois  probably  sug- 
gested to  him  an  eUlusion  to  what  he  speaks  of  at  the  rape  of 
Ore  {who  it  Luvah,  Prince  of  the  Air:  EaM  in  tymbolic  Ortenta- 
tion),  though  he  had  the  tente  not  to  offend  by  putting  it  into 
Englith  wordt  other  than  those  of  the  Authorised  Version  to 
bring  this  out,  *  Mental*  warfare  wot  hit  constant  occupa- 
tion. Nor  had  he  any  doubt  at  to  the  kind  of  peace  which  he 
trusted  it  would  acquire.  Against  the  sixth  line  of  the  poem 
it  a  reference  to  the  Gospel  of  St,  John,  chap,  xt*ii.  20,  21,  22, 
83.  'Neither  pray  I  for  these  alone,  but  for  them  also  who 
thall  believe  on  me  through  their  word,  that  they  may  be  one 
in  ut,  that  the  world  may  believe  that  thou  hant  sent  me.  And 
the  glory  which  thou  gavest  me  I  have  given  them,  that  they 
may  be  one  even  at  we  are  one,  I  in  thnn,  and  thou  in  me, 
that  they  may  be  made  perfect  in  one,  and  that  the  world  may 
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know  that  thou  hatt  tent  me,  €uid  hagt  loved  tkem  <u  thou  hagt 
loved  meJ 

Thi$  *fflorp*  U  vfhcU  Blake  meant  fry  the  *emanatum,*  m 
particular  *Jeru9alem,'  cm  in  the  poem  of  that  name,  p,  64, 
L  5.  Here  ie  the  tUtimate  object  of  hie  art  expreeeed.  Stde  bf 
eide  with  this,  Milton  $  high  and  cold  deeire  to  *juetify  the 
way$  of  Chd  to  Man '  ttrikes  frith  a  tomb4ike  ehUL 

On  the  wupTffin  of  the  ^rst  page  ean  alao  be  detected  a  reftr' 
enee  to  ihe  verte  alnmt  the  TTom  being  made  Jteeh  and  dwetUng 
among  u«  {John  i.  14),  with  the  central  term  of  the  phrate  in 
Oreek  added.  This  praeticaUy  date$  Blake' i  Oreek  Mtudiee  at 
between  1797  and  1804.  prcMUy  more  near  ihe  latter  than  the 
former  date,  at  the  qtiotationa  do  not  belong  to  the  fUyi 
draft,  but  to  the  correetiont  v^ich  were  added  along  with 
the  later  pagee  of '  Vala.*  In  their  turn  thete  marginal  notes 
are  more  precitdy  dated,  by  the  fact  thai  in  November  1801 
Blake  and  Hayley  were  reading  a  tranUation  of  the  *  Iliad* 
together  of  an  evening,  comparing  it  with  the  Oreek  as  they 
advanced.  Cfilehriet's  *Li/e'  gives  an  extract  from  HayUjfs 
letter  to  Johnson  recording  this.  The  language,  we  vusy 
suppose,  was  fresh  to  Blake  then,  and  its  novelty  gave  its 
words  the  emphasis  belonging  to  terms  of  endeannent.  Me 
refers  to  Ephesitms  xiv.  10  (sio)  against  line  634  of  Night  IX. 
and  following  lines,  which  tends  to  show  that  he  was  wmtk 
occupied  with  the  Ejpistle  at  this  Ume,  though  by  what  sUp 
of  the  fen  he  gave  tt  fourteen  chapters  is  ineomprehensibU, 
there  u  hardly  a  word  in  thewhole  of  its  few  pages  that  is  not 
evidently  a  source  of  inspiration  to  much  that  is  to  be  read  in 
'  Vala,  '—even  its  metaphors  and  figures  of  speech  being  adopted 
with  sympcUhetic  enthusiasm, 

Theteztof*  Vala'  here  printed,  as  will  have  been  seen  by  the 
notes,  offers  the  work  as  nearly  as  possible  in  the  form  in  which 
BkJce  sketched  it,  many  partigraphs  which  he  (ifierwards  erased, 
blotted,  or  crossed  out  «n  large  blocks  being  eanfully  restored. 
Nevertheless  his  later  insertions  are  included,  and  the  whole 
put  in  a  eonjecturaUy  arranged  consecutive  order.  Of  course 
the  text  thus  produced  is  a  sort  of  hybrid.  It  contains  matter 
belonging  to  ttoo  different  poetic  periods  and  two  different 
manners.  But  the  poem  could  not  be  printed  twice  over,  and 
therefore  is  presented  to  the  reader  not  exactly  as  it  was  left  by 
Blake's  furiously  rapid  pen,  nor  is  it  re-arranged  aoeordir^f 
to  the  fancy  of  the  editor. 

In  a  general  way  themore  simple  part  cf  the  story  is  earlier, 
and  the  scraps  of  explanation  and  aUlusions  to  ^  tribes  of 
Israel  and  English  or  Welsh  names  are  later,  as  wfc^re  Beuben 
is  suddenly  intruded  at  L  47,  Night  II.,  or  Snowdon,  or  in 
Night  IX,,  line  686,  *  Science'  for  'Nature,*  or  ihe  ineerOon 
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(^  the  words  *of  Ore'  into  l.  734  ofNiffhi  VIL,  to  the  tiller 
autruction  of  the  music. 

It  seems  by  the  occurrence  of  many  long  amd  often  re- 
written  poMoges  of  this  poem  in  the  *  Jerusalem'  and  *  Milton* 
that  Blake,  before  he  ffave  away  the  M8.^  had  decided  mat  to 
pMish  it  at  all,  hwinng  quite  outgrown  all  pleasure  in  its 
purpose  and  tone. 

The  M8.  was  perhaps  for  this  reason  never  properly  looked 
over  by  the  author,  or  even  finally  sorted  into  chapters  or 
*  Nights, '  Some  Nights  art  seen  to  have  more  than  one  beginning 
andmore  than  one  ending  indicated.  It  is  only  possible  to  eon- 
jecture  the  sequence.  The  numbering  of  the  lines  which  ooeurt 
here  and  there  on  the  manuscript  pages  is  so  oontinuaUff 
thrown  wrong  by  insertions  and  erasures  as  to  offer  but  littU 
guide.  When  the  editors  of  the  Quariteh  edition  received  the 
MS,  from  the  brothers  Linnell  it  was  unpaged  and  unsorted. 
An  attend  had  been  made  to  nut  it  in  order,  but  without 
sueesss.  The  arrangement  of  the  loose  sheets  after  reading 
them  oeeupied  many  long  days. 

There  remained  an  even  more  delicate  task,  Blake  had 
not,  though  he  says  in  the  first  lines  that  he  had  done  so,  nuur- 
•hailed  the  loDff-reaotmding,  long-heroic  renie,  in  order  of 
intelleotiud  battle.  J^e  had,  however,  left  many  passages  of 
perfect  sound  and  emphasis.  The  restoration  of  the  halting 
or  stumbling  lines  to  a  condition  inwhieh  they  could  equal  the 
musical  quality  and  cadence  of  their  neighbours  was  em 
esDceedingly  irksome  task,  but  not,  in  most  cases,  particularly 
difileult.  One  system  has  beenpursued.  Wherever  a  correc- 
tion was  obvious  and  was  almost  forced  upon  the  mind  by  the 
evident  metrical  intention,  it  has  been  made.  But  all  the  lines 
that  did  not  practiecUly  correct  themselves  have  been  left  un- 
touched, however  much  their  irregularity  seemed  to  cry  aloud 
for  revision.  But  that  the  reader  might  take  nothing  through 
the  editors  without  an  opportunity  to  judge  for  himself,  f^ 
corrections  were  all  indicated  vn  the  notes,  and  any  one  who 
pleases  may  restore  from  them  every  slip  and  hkt  that  the 
manuscript  contained  without  fear  of  suppression  or  falsifica- 
tion. Seme  of  those  verbal  emendations  have  been  withdrawn 
on  reconsideration  in  the  present  edition.  A  few  misprints 
are  to  be  found  among  them,  and  among  the  numberings  of  the 
lines  to  which  they  refer  in  the  Qtiaritch  edition. 

The  question  of  whether  or  not  any  editorial  retouching 
should  remain  has  been  considered  by  the  present  editor  (to 
whom  that  invidious  and  terrible  task  fell  in  the  Quariteh 
edition)  after  an  interval  of  about  ten  years;  and  he  still  re- 
luctantly holds  that  if  it  is  done  without  concealment  and  the 
original  text  indicated  throughout,  it  is,  in  this  partictUar 
case,  desirable.    But  he  does  not  reprint  the  notes. 
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Both  the  Rosaetti  hmher$  have  retouched  Blake*»  text  in 
editing  him  without  leaving  any  indication  where  thep  had 
done  <o.  Thi$  cannot  be  justi/ied.  From  thi$  blamte  the 
present  editor  is  free,  and  he  is  alto  free  frotn  the  reproach  of 
attempting  to  insert  any  fresh  poetdcal  matter  that  our  author 
did  not  supply f  in  order  to  beautify  his  work,  'Beautify/ 
since  the  days  of  Shakespeare*  s  Polonius,  has  most  Justifiably 
been  considered  *  a  vile  phrase.' 

The  text  produced  retains  scrupulously  every  term  (haJt  has  a 
mystical  or  symbolic  meaning.  It  only  deals  with  what  may 
be  called  *  padding.*  It  could  have  been  read  aloud  to  Blake 
himself,  had  it  been  arranged  in  his  day,  and  he  would  pro- 
bably  havefadled  to  discover  that  his  work  had  been  retouched 
here,  so  far  cm  the  wording  of  the  lines  wenL  He  might  hcwe 
otfjected  to  any  of  the  work  being  printed  at  alL  He  might 
have  wrathfuUy  cried  out  at  the  large  editorial  liberty  that  is 
taken  by  the  publication  of  long  paragrctphs  through  whidi  he 
had  drawn  his  jperu  But  they  are  beautiful;  they  assist  us  in 
following  his  mtnd  ;  we  cannot  spare  a  word  untu  the  process 
of  understanding  his  cryptic  method  of  speech  is  oosspUte^  and 
'  finally  estabUshed,  am  ' 


its  interpretation  fully  and  finally  established,  and  i 
the  paragraphs  are  mentioned  in  the  notes. 

But  though  he  read  over  parts  of  his  MS.,  thnuting  in  frag- 
ments of  later  symbolism  here  and  there,  heneverdid  his  dear 
duty  by  his  own  metre.  It  uxu  all  written  in  long  and 
sustained  bursts  of  inspiration.  When  m  the  heat  of  com- 
position he  had  thrown  off  hundreds  of  perfect  lines  tog^ter,  he 
left  them  without  polishing  or  fidgeting  with  them  after---an 
example  that  might  have  been  followed  with  advantage  in  other 
works  by  poets  of  to-day.  But  when  he  dropped  a  word  here, 
or  reduplicated  one  there,  or  thrust  unneeded  syllables  into  a 
line  that  was  as  long  as  it  could  be  without  such  addition-  he 
left  these  blemishes  with  equal  respecL  Bis  advice  to  wtake  the 
errors  of  a  wise  man  our  rule  rather  than  the  perfections  of  a 
fool  cannot  possibly  be  twisted  into  meaning  tkat  such  errors 
are  to  be  actually  made  our  rule.  Some  authors  have  allowed 
others  to  corrupt  their  text  when  they  might  have  saved  it — 
Shakespeare  being  here  the  chief  of  sinners  ;  and  we  all  admit 
that  baide  a  facsimile  edition,  an  edited  edition  of  him  hasits 
place  on  our  shelves.  We  wish  to  know  of  his  bewildering  text, 
but  not  alteays  to  reprint  iL  Blake  made  his  own  slips  <f  the 
pen,  and  his  arrogant,  or  perhaps  his  helpless,  hand  refused 
the  task  of  picking  it  up  and  making  whole  the  halt  and 
lame. 

The  editor's  argument  for  daring  to  come  to  the  rescue  wiU 
be  best  appreciated  by  one  or  two  examples— the  first  that 
come  will  serve.     They  are  specimens  of  many  others,  as  the 
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iiuaritch  edUion  cxi$U  to  akow.    Blake  wrote,  Night  L,  Una 
117-U9— 

'  Shuddering  she  wove  nine  days  and  nights,  sleepleis,  her  food 

WM  tears. 
Bat  on  the  tenth  trembling  mom,  the  circle  of  Destiny 

complete 
Rolled  round  the  sea,  englobing,  in  a  mighty  globe  self- 
balanced.' 

In  the  centre  line  here,  the  vford  on  af^  but  if  dropped  in 
the  text,  and  noted  in  the  Quariteh  edition. 
Line  1S9  stood 

'Already  my  eyes  are  rererted :  all  that  I  behold ' 

which  it,  ofcourte,  not  a  line  at  all,  though  the  Jirst  Jive  words 
might  he  from  the  poem  of  Alexander  Selkirk. 

'Already  are  my  eyes  reverted :  all  that  I  behold'— 

ff  the  line  Blake  teems  to  have  felt,  though  not  written. 
Lines  141  and  142  were 

'The  Spectre  said :  Thou  sinful  woman,  was  it  thy  desire 
That  1  should  hide  thee  with  my  power  and  delight  thee 
with  beauty?' 

The  third  word  from  the  end  is  dropped  in  the  text,  duly 
noted  elsewhere. 


Let  whoever  thinks  that  in  a  poem  of  this  length  and  beauttf 
the  lofoUy  we  owe  to  what  we  have  teamed  of  the  metre  in 
which  he  intended  to  write,  from  the  best  of  the  poet's  lines,  is 
of  no  oonsequence,  while  the  historical  fact  that  he  did  not 
always  write  without  little  slips  is  the  most  important  thing  to 
know  about  him,  get  a  Quariteh  edition,  and  retraxit  aU  the 
emendations  from  it.  Me  will  annoy  his  own  ears  to  no  poetie 
purpose,  and  of  Inographieal  purpose  he  will  only  do  twice 
what  it  was  enough  to  do  once,  ffe  will  go  further  from  Blake 
by  following  him  too  timidly.  Those  who  fear  Ust  they  are 
being  imposed  on  by  a  false  and  smoothed-up  impression  of 
Blake  will  cease  thetr  fear  as  they  read  the  many  rough  and 
even  false  lines  left  in  this  text  in  all  places  where  they  could 
not  be  changed  wthout  change  of  meaning,  and  by  reading 
Nights  IV,  and  VIII,,  in  whose  many  hundreds  of  lines  there 
are  hardly  a  dozen  retouches. 
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To  underttamd  *  VcUa'  is  to  understand  all  Blake,  This 
poem  encloses  the  rest  in  the  scope  of  its  mea/ning  and  in  the 
variety  of  its  language.  Beyond  it  only  elaborations  of  details 
are  to  he  found  and  a  change  of  jtreditectum,  which  seems,  hut 
is  not,  a  change  of  con^fiction^  in  right  of  which  friendship 
and  sympathy  are  exalted  above  love. 

The  sub-tiUe,  *  The  Torments  of  Love  and  Jealousy,*  gives  a 
hint  for  interpretation,  and  some  lines  go  further  than  others 
in  showing  how  the  poem  istohe  read. 

Night  VII,  may  he  used  as  a  hey  to  ike  re$t, — the  seventh 
stanza,  chanter,  or  section  of  emything  in  Blake  having  this 
quality  of  frankness  in  almost  all  his  poems. 

There  is  no  space  here  for  detailed  intetpretation,  hut 
merely  to  name  som^  of  the  most  sign^/loant  tines  in  Night 
VII.  will  almost  retnxU  the  secret. 

Blake,  the  visionary,  is  married.  He  who  sees  every  feeling 
a*  a  human  form,  generally  named,  sees  all  the  emotions  a* 
well  as  the  thoughts  that  helong  to  married  life  coming  and 
going  tu  living  creature*.  He  deicribe*  thtm,  htU  he  has 
learned  enough  since  the  day  of  the  early  poem,  *  The 
Passions,'  not  to  do  so  under  emotional,  hut  under  visionary 
names.  *  The  gate  of  the  tongue  is  closed*  means  that  free, 
prosaic  speech  is  forhidden  when  the  life  of  the  sexes  is  publicly 
spoken  of.  But  in  *  Eternity '—that  is  to  say,  in  the  region 
where  cM  moods  are  imaginatively  seen  at  persons — everything 
is  different. 

These  are  the  numbers  of  the  moH  explanatory  lines  in 
Night  VIL—

In  these  the  *€tate  of  the  Tongue'  is  almott  open.  It  is 
certainly  translucenL 

In  Night  VIII.,  3,  62,  74-76,  96,  101,  and  aU  the  lines  to 
119  are  luminous. 

The  hundred  and  nineteenth  line  is  the  most  significant  of 
all,  *  Men  they  seemed  to  one  another.' 

All  the  *8ons  and  daughters*  of  the  many  parents  named 
are  such  seemings,  and  are  known  to  us  as  feelings  and 
moods,  or  seen  hyusas  natural  objects,  their  ' human'  form, 
heing  concealed. 

In  Blake's  note  on  his  picture  *  The  Last  Judgement,'  these 
words  occur — 

'Man  pames  on,  but'  {mental  and  emotional)  'atotei 
rvmain  for  ever.  He  pMMs  through  them  like  a  traToller 
who  may  as  well  euppose  that  the  plaeea  he  has  passed 
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through  exist  no  more,  m  a  man  may  supposo  that  the  states 
he  has  passed  throogh  exist  no  more.    Everything  is  eternal.' 

With  regard  to  names  in  *  Vala '  and  eUewhere,  whether 
they  are  tuch  as  *  Los,'  belonging  to  Blake  only^  or  such  as 
Albion  or  Jerusalemy  the  same  may  he  said  <is  he  says  of  the 
people  in  this  picture — 

'It  ought  to  be  understood  that  the  persons  Moses  and 
Abraham  are  not  here  meant,  but  the  states  signified  by  those 
names, — the  individuals  being  representatives  or  visions  of 
those  states  as  they  were  revealed  to  mortal  man  in  the 
series  of  divine  revelations  as  they  are  written  in  the  Bible. 

*  These  various  states  I  have  seen  in  my  imagination.  When 
distant  they  appear  as  one  man,  but  as  you  approach  they 
appear  multitudes  of  nations.' 

This  explains  the  use  of  the  word  nations  in  ail  the  Books. 

Another  expression  from  the  same  prose  notes  is  of  help  here — 

'  Beneath  these  {Adam  and  Eve)  is  the  seat  of  the  harlot 
named  Mystery  in  the  Revelations.  She  is  seized  by  two 
beings,  each  with  three  heads.  They  represent  vegetative 
existence.  As  it  is  written  in  the  Revelations,  they  strip  her 
naked  and  bum  her  with  fire.  It  represents  the  eternal  con- 
sumption of  vegetable  life  and  death,  with  its  lusts.  The 
wreathed  torches  in  their  hands  rej>resent  eternal  fire,  which 
is  the  fire  of  generation  or  vegetation.  It  is  an  eternal  con- 
summation.' 

Traces  of  the  language  of  *MilUm '  and  *Jeru9alcmf*  as  wdl 
as  of  *  Vala,*  are  here  with  a  detail  or  so— the  wreathed 
torches — not  in  these  poems.  The  notes  to  the  picture  hear  the 
date  1810,  and  are  among  the  latest  known  of  Blake's  writings. 
Yet  it  seems  €ts  though  the  corrections  to  *Vala  *  hy  Blake  were 
even  later,  or  that  *  Jerusalem '  was  in  progress.  Jt  must  he 
remembered  that  its  printed  date  is  probably  only  that  of  its 
title-page,  for  in  the  aescription,  after — 

'On  the  right ...  an  aged  patriarch  is  awaked  by  his  aged 
wife,* 
we  find  thrust  in  afterwards^  just  as  in  '  Vala,*  the  name 
Albion, — 

'  He  is  Albion,  our  Ancestor,  patriarch  of  the  Atlantic  con- 
tinent, whose  history  preceded  that  of  the  Hebrews,  and  in 
whose  sleep  and  chaos  creations  began.  The  good  woman  is 
Britannia,  wife  of  Albion ;  Jerusalem  is  their  daughter.' 

The  Ninth  Night  of  *Vala'  is  called  *  The  Last  Judgement,* 
at  was  the  jpicture  to  which  these  notes  were  made,  yet  the  two 
have  little  tn  common.    The  notes  say : — 

'The  Last  Judgement  is  an  overwhelming  of  bad  art  and 
science.  Mental  things  are  alone  reaL  What  is  called 
corporeal,  nobody  knows  of.    Its  dwelliog-plaoe  is  a  fallacy 
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and  HaezistoiiM  mi  impcMture.  Whiera  it  the  ftrlitonon  oat 
of  mind  ?  Where  is  it  but  in  the  mind  of  a  fool  ?  • . .  Srxor  is 
ereated.  Truth  is  etemaL  Error  or  ereation  will  be  burned 
up,  and  then,  and  not  till  then,  truth  or  eternity  will  appear. 
It  is  burned  up  the  moment  men  oease  to  behold  it.' 

In  '  Vala'  the  power  of  Urisen  U  eonaUmUy  oppoeed  to  that 
ttfOre. 

Another  »enttneefrom  the  notea  exptain»  this — 

'Many  persons,  such  as  Paine  and  Voltaire,  with  some  of 
the  ancient  Greeks,  sav :  "We  will  not  eonverse  oonoeming 
good  and  erU :  we  will  live  in  Paradise  and  liberty."  Tou 
may  do  so  in  spirit,  but  not  in  the  mortal  body  as  you  pretend 
unm  after  a  last  Judgement.  For  in  Paradise  they  naye  no 
corporeal  and  mortal  body.  That  originated  with  the  fall, 
ana  was  called  Death,  and  cannot  be  removed  but  by  a  last 
Judgement.  While  we  are  in  the  world  of  mortality,  we  must 
suffer.  The  whole  creation  groans  to  be  deliverea.  There 
will  always  be  as  many  hypocrites  bom  as  honest  men,  and 
they  will  always  have  superior  power  in  mortal  things.  Tou 
cannot  have  liberty  in  this  world  without  (what  vou  call) 
moral  virtue,  and  you  cannot  have  moral  virtue  without  the 
subjection  of  that  half  of  the  human  race  who  hate  what  you 
call  moral  virtue. ' 

The  Jlrtt  vxfrdt,  *vhai  you  eaU,*  were  added  later.  The 
whole  paragraph  is  very  UUc,  eneoiaUy  in  it§  cUlusion  to  Paine 
and  Voltaire,  once  spoken  of  differently — now  only  so  far  in 
error  as  the  Druids  were,  who  'mistook  allegorical  and 
menial  significance  for  corporeal  command, — whereby  human 
sacrifice  'would  have  depopulated  the  earth,*  The  eorreUUive 
error,  as  explained  in  the  *DescripUve  Catalogue* ^Angds  do 
in  the  right  mental  place  what  Pa^ns  amd  VoUaire  would  do  in 
the  wrong, 

'Angels  are  happier  than  men  because  they  are  not  always 
prying  after  good  and  evil  in  one  another,  and  eating  the  tree 
of  knowledge  for  Satan's  gratification.' 

Men,  however,  must  now  live  otherwise  than  amgds  do,  for 

'  All  life  consists  of  these  two  throwing  off  error  and  famves 
from  our  company  continually,  and  receiving  truth  or  wise 
men  into  our  company  continually.' 

It  win  be  noticed  that  these  two  processes  correspond  to  the 
two  sacraments  of  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper,  their 
symbols.  The  expression  error  and  knaves  and  truth  or  wise 
men,  never  to  be  forgotten  while  reading  Blake,  as  he  never 
wrote  outside  the  scheme  of  treatment  bdonging  to  them,  is 
elaborated  elsewhere.  But  the  statement  *men  seemed  they  to 
one  a^wther,'  is  the  one  touch  revealing  what  is  peculiar  to 
Blake  himself  in  the  basis  of  his  philosophic  system^  whos^ 
superstructure  was  also  ehiefiy  his  own. 
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Whoetfer  eon  iofttr  recover  from  the  fever  oftympaiky  and 
tmikuiuum  into  which  the  abwndanee  of  Blake$  poetie  ffift 
of  utterance  throwt  tu  all^—a  fever  whteh,  after  more  than 
thirtp  years  of  reading,  ttill  whirlt  the  present  editor  often 
away  from  cdl  critical  anchorage, — will,  oy  glancing  agatn  at 
the  line*  picked  out  in  the  litt  already  given,  and  those  that 
conclude  this  note,  see  the  working  of  BlMs  mind,  as  bees  are 
seen  building  honey  in  a  glau  htve.  Hie  workings  of  his 
body  will  be  seen  equallv  clearly,  and  the  same  organ  u  for 
symbolic  reasons  identifcd  now  with  OroandnowwtthUrizen, 
according  as  the  origin  of  activity  is  now  in  the  brain  and 
now  in  the  loins. 

We  aU  know  that  in  masses  of  men  the  suppression  of  sexual 
tendencies  gives  vividness  to  intellectual  actton,  and  u  apt  to 
cause  the  whole  nature  to  turn  into  ooUeulation  and  imperious 
will,  now  acting  together,  now  alternately.  Such  suppression 
is  called  *  Religion*  in  Blake,  Urizen's  habitual  errors  and 
horrors  result  from  it,  including  a  rebellion  against  that  sup- 
pression not  made  beautiful  by  love,  cls  is  the  romantic  r^ellion. 

Blake  clearly  identifies  himself  and  his  wife  with  Los, 
JBnitharmon,  and  others.  He  cm  clearly  sees  elements  of  bcHk 
sexes  in  moods  belonging  to  both,— Vie  'Hermaphroditic* 
beings.  It  is  quite  dear  from  *  VcUa'  {a  mere  name  for  the 
beauty  of  Nature)  that  he  is  oftfn  writing  directly  from 
personal  experience,  and  is  deserwing  such  experience. 

He  always  held  to  the  belief  that  Imagination  was  essentially 
good,  and  Experience,  outside  its  bounds,  essentially  evil. 
Nature  was  Satan.  But  nature  excites  imagination.  The 
evU  becomes  a  source  of  good.  This  is  'mercy,*  'creation,'  etc, 
and  it  is  thus  that  the  Fall  {entry  of  imagination  int^o  ex- 
perience)  is  the  same  ets  the  Incarnation,  only  with  this  differ- 
ence: the  fall  is  individual  to  us  each.  The  Incarnation  is 
a  voluntary  repetition  of  the  Fall,  with  intent  to  reach  a 
community  of  experience  leading  beyond  individualism  to  the 
ecstasy  of  a  mingled  personality  and  love  into  which  we  may 
all  enter.  The  Incarnation  is  also  the  entering  of  Imagination 
into  Reasoning,  This  symbol  is  worked  out  in  'Jerusalem,* 
Blak^s  attempt  at  'piercing  ApoUyon  with  his  own  bow,* 

Whoever  has  on  attribute  is  that  aUribute,  Blake  is  Los. 
His  unhappy  mind  is  Urizen,  in  the  North;  his  happy 
mind,  Urizen  in  the  South,  He  is  his  mind  in  each  ease. 
Love  is  the  beauty  of  nature,  as  well  as  its  evil  and  deception 
— its  poison,  its  Satan.  Luvah  and  Vala  are  praised, 
passingly;  but  it  is  onlv  when  {in  the  poem  of '  Jerusalem*) 
love  rtses  to  something  beyond  itself,  and  *  Vala  come  up  to 
Jerusalem*  is  a  possible  vision,  that  an  element  of  ultimate 
praise  is  found, 

J%is  being  kept  in  mind,  the  rest  of  the  art  of  reading 
fiMe  fellows.    Countries  fiorih  or  fouth  are  moods,  as  are  the 
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jiotnto  of  the  eompau.  Moodt  have  aom  and  dauffhten^  wUk 
wilU  of  their  own,  thai  hraneh  out,  oppoting  thai  of  their 
parerUi,  But  a  dictionary  of  Blake,  wtth  all  the  peddgreet  of 
hi$  pwpU  and  aU  the  aspeete  in  which  we  know  them,  u 
wanted  ;  and  the  time  when  each  reader  wiUhe allowed  to  make 
it  for  himself  J  after  many  hour$  of  doubtful  reading  for  lack 
ofitjii  pateing,  Thete  notes  are  already  too  long,  ItU  they 
are  unjutti/UMy  short.  A  few  more  spedaUy  illuminative 
lines  must  he  now  named,  with  the  interpretative  passages 
presently  to  be  found  in  *  Jerusalem* — particularly  the 
pfrefacei—ivnd  in  '  Milton. '  They  show  the  matter-of-fact  way 
in  which  Blake  dealt  with  imagination,  and  explain  what 
puizled  people  for  so  long,  both  in  his  works  and  in  his  manner 
of  speech  when  living.  '  Science,*  it  must  not  be  forgotten,  is 
used  to  include  in  its  meaning  love  restricted  only  by  itselfand 
its  destiny,  outgrowing  particularity  and  rule,  as  in  Night 
IV.  146,  and  in  the  last  line  of  the  poem.  This  is  wterely  a 
temporary  use  of  the  word,  make  had  a  way  of  catching  up 
phrases,  names,  and  fragments  of  names  all  through  his  life, 
and  using  them  <u  tlumghtheif  had  firm  and  estabUshed  rights 
to  recognition.  Hismeanin^u  permanent  enough,  /n  Mm  644 
of  Night  VII J.,  the  term  *%mproved  knowledge*  is  used. 

The  purpose  of  BUMs  life,  as  distinguished  from  his  mean- 
ing, is  limited  in  the  sequel  to  the  description  of  his  picture  of 
*  The  Last  Judgement.* 

'If  the  ipeotator  oould  enter  into  these  imAgee  in  hit 
imAginAtion,  approAohing  them  on  the  flerj  chariot  of  con- 
templative thought,  .  . .  oould  make  a  friend  and  companion 
of  one  of  theee  images  of  wonder,  which  always  intreat  him 
to  leave  mortal  things,  as  he  must  know,— then  would  he 
arise  from  the  grave,  then  would  he  meet  Uie  lord  in  the  air, 
then  would  he  be  happj.' 

This  recalls  the  Greek  words  from  Ephesians  on  the  margin 
at  the  beginning  of  the  poem.  The  words  as  he  must  know 
show  that  Blakebelieved  that  ultimately  he  could  make  all  wten 
happy  by  the  power  of  his  imagination  acting  through  theirs. 
This  was  hu  {and  Los*s)  friendship  to  Albion,  and  this 
friendship  was  Jerusalem. 

The  same  page  already  quoted  says — 

*  A  man  can  only  reject  error  by  the  advice  of  a  friend  or 
by  the  immediate  inspiration  of  Gk>d.' 

And  this  explains  the  mental  friends  Elake  boasts  of  in  the 
poem  beginning— *  I  rose  up  at  the  dawn  of  day.* 

Here  follow  some  numbers  of  lines  from  Night  VIII.,  later 
than  the  119th,  specially  suggestive  of  meaning—

The  sun^  in  line  8,  includes  all  that  has  been  toritten  about 
Urixen :  the  moon,  all  that  has  been  written  of  Ahania,  aU 
their  vfords,  deeds,  and  visions. 

An  elaboration  of  what  was  implied  in  the  use  of  the  word 
'nations, *  quoted  above,  is  found  in  all  that  follows.  All  this 
is  in  each  of  us,  yet  also  in  the  worUCs  history. 

To  Blake  himulfii  was  associated  with  the  rejection  of  the 
wuUerialistio  limits  and  style  of  Venetian  painters,  whose  works 
eametohim  too  well  disguised,  and  not  with  enough  early  sur- 
prise to  win  for  themp&nontdiy  the  praise  for  beauty  that  he 
awards  to  them  as  Vala  (a  name  rightly  theirs),  but  only  the 
wraih  he  pours  upon  &alan — muoh  the  same  thing — with  a 
difference, 

with  regard  to  what  follows  in  Night  IX.,  and  how  itleads 
uptothelast  line  of  the  poem,  another  sentence  or  two  from  the 
notes  to  the  picture  of  *  The  Last  Judgement  *  give  the  evident 
eaBplamation,  They  foUow  the  words  already  quoted :  *  All  life 
oofUMte  in  these  two  throwing  off  error  aaid  knaves,'  etc. 
'ReUgion'  is  here  raised  to  include  the  ideas  implied  by 
'science'  only  in  the  days  when  '  Vala'  vxu  written,  in  1793. 
This  prose  note  belongs  to  1S10,—Vala  has  come  up  to  Jeru- 
It  is  the 'time  of  the  end.' 


*  He  who  is  out  of  the  Ohuroh  and  ODposes  it,  is  no  less  an 
agent  of  religion  than  he  who  is  in  it.  No  man  can  embrace 
tnie  art  till  he  has  explored  and  oast  oat  false  art,  snoh  is  the 
natnre  of  mortal  things,  or  he  will  be  himself  oast  out  by 
those  who  have  embraced  tme  art.  Thus  my  picture  is  a 
history  of  art  and  science,  the  foundation  of  society,  which  is 
hnmanityitself.  What  are  the  gifts  of  the  spirit  but  mental 
gifts?  When  any  individual  reiects  error  and  embraoes 
tmth,  a  last  judgement  passes  on  that  individual.' 

That  the  body  was  worked  and  produced  by  the  mind — not 
neussarily  the  conscious  mind — and  was  the  mind,  lotu  part 
ofBlakis  materialism.  All  thtU  happens  in  us,  he  reminds  us, 
M  the  work  of  spirits,  *no  less  than  digestion  and  sleep,'

The  foUovinff  *  Prophetic  Book*  is 
from  a  photographie  reproduction  of  the  original,  which  wag 
written  throughottt  by  Blake  on  hit  metal  platet  in  a  kind  of 
italic  print  Italiet^  however,  in  thete  volumet  being  uted 
exduttvely  for  wordt  of  the  editor^ t  intertiont,  the  whole  it 
put  into  the  tam£  type  <it  the  other  poemt.  Old  and  incorrect 
tpdling,  and  Blake* t  peaUiar  method  of  uting  eapitalt,  are 
folloical  throughout,  at  are  the  few  placet  where  wordt  were 
rendered  illegible  on  the  plate  generally  on  purpote  by  Blak^t 
own  hand.  The  dott  itidicate  tueh  tllcgtble  and  earefuOy 
erated  wordt.  What  thould  have  been  line  34  of  page  36  wat 
all  erated,  Blake^t  punctuation  hat  not  been  retained,  at  ii 
tended  to  make  the  work  incomprehentible.  He  often  uted  a 
colon  for  a  full  ttop,  and  frequently  timply  left  out  all 
punctuation  at  the  end  of  a  tentenee.  He  put  full  ttopt 
habitually  where  commat  thould  have  been. 

The  punctuation  uted  here  it  therefore  all  conjectural.  The 
bat  tente  pottihle  it  made  of  the  tentencet.  In  page  16,  where 
the  long  litt  of  oountiet  occur,  it  teemt  at  though  Blake  had 
grouped  each  tet  of  three  before  the  name  of  the  pretiding 
geniut,  called  by  the  name  of  a  ton  of  Jacob  in  the  flrtt  tet — 
linet  44  to  49--aru{  in  the  cote  of  Scotland  uted  a  reverte 
order,  and  put  each  tet  of  three  after  the  geniut  of  ItraeU 
But  the  reader  mutt  take  thit  <u  editorial  guett-work.  The 
linet  are  numbered  by  the  editor,  at  in  *Vala,'  for  reference. 
The  numbering  of  the  paget  in  the  original  are  marked  here 
for  reference.  Some  are  thort  paget,  half  fUUd,  tome  were 
quite  filled  with  illuttrationt,  Thit,  and  not  the  copy  in 
the  Briti^  Muteum,  hcit  the  latett  and  bett  numbering  at 
arranged  by  Blake, 

Every  one  will  be  turprited  to  tee  how  few  mitprintt  there 
are  in  thit  book.  They  are  all  tcrupuloutly  Blake t,  imitated 
becaute  of  hit  claim  in  the  preface  to  have  studied  each  word. 
It  muti  be  remembered  that  it  wat  printed  all  by  hand  back- 
wards  in  vamith  on  metaL

After  my  three  years'  slumber  on  the  banks  of  the 
Ocean,  I  again  display  my  Giant  forms  to  the  Public.

The  Enthusiasm  of 
the  following  Poem,  the  Author  hopes  ...  I  also 
hope  the  Reader  will  be  with  me  wholly  One  in  Jesus 
our  Lord,  who  is  the  God  and  Lord  to  whom  the 
Ancients  look'd  and  saw  his  day  afar  off,  with 
trembling  and  amazement. 

The  Spirit  of  Jesus  is  continual  forgiveness  of  Sin ; 
he  who  waits  to  be  righteous  before  he  enters  into  the 
Saviour's  kingdom,  the  Divine  Body,  will  never  enter 
there.  I  am  perhaps  the  most  sinful  of  men.  I  pre- 
tend not  to  holiness ;  yet  I  pretend  to  love,  to  see,  to 
converse  with  daily,  as  man  with  man,  and  Uie  more  to 
have  an  interest  in  the  Friend  of  Sinners.

Labour  of  merciful  hands :  the  beams  and  rafters  are 

forgiveness ; 
The  mortar  and  cement  of  the  work^  tears  of  honesty, 

the  nails 
And  the  screws  and  iron  braces  are  well-wrought 

blandishments, 
35  And  well-contrived  words,  firm  fixing,  never  forgotten. 
Always  comforting  the  remembrance :    the    floors, 

humility :

30  Around  Golgonooza  lies  the  land  of  death  eternal :  a 

Land 
Of  pain  and  misery  and  despair  and  ever^brooding 

melancholy. 
In  all  the  Twenty-seven  Heavens^  numbered  from 

Adam  to  Luther ; 
From  the    blue    Mundane    Shelly   reaching  to  the 

Vegetative  Earth. 

The  Vegetative  Universe  opens  like  a  flower  from  the 

Earth's  center, 
35  In  which  is  Eternity.     It  expands  in  Stars  to  the 

Mundane  Shelly

And  cruel    forms^    unlike   the    merciful    forms   of 

Beulah's  Night. 

They  know  not  why  they  love  nor  wherefore  they

30  Calling  that  Holy  Love :  which  is  Envy,  Revenge,

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The  tree  ipread  over  hiin  its  eold  ihtdowB  (AlUon 

groan'd)^ 
Thej  bent  down^  thej  felt  the  eerth,  mnd   egtin 

enrooting 
Shoot  into  many  a  Tree ;  an  endlefli  kbjrinth  of  woe. 

9o  From  willing  saerifice  of  lelf,  to  sacrifice  of  (miaeall'd) 
Enemies 
For  Atonement,  Albion  began  to  ereet  Twelve  Altars 
Of  rough  unhewn  rocks  before  the  Potter's  Fnmace. 
He  nam'd  them  Justice  and  Truth.     And  Albion's 

Sons 
Must  have  become  the  first  Victims,  being  the  firat 
transgressors ; 
95  But  they  fled  to  the  mountains  to  seek  ransom : 
building  A  Strong 
Fortification  against  the  Divine  Humanity  and  M«rqr» 
97  In  Shame  and  Jealousy  to  annihilate  Jerusalem. 

Then  the  IHvine  Vision  like  a  silent  Sun  appeared 

above 
Albion's  dark  rocks,  setting  behind  the  Gardens  of 

Kensington; 
On  Tyburn's  River,  in  clouds  of  blood,  where  was  m&d 

Zion  Hill's 
Most  ancient  promontory,  and  in  the  Sun  a  Human 

Form  appear'd ;

Hidden  in  Albion's  Foreste  he  lurks ;  he  admits  of  no 

Reply 
fVom  Albion,  hot  hath  founded  his  Reaction  into  a 

Uw 
15  Of  Action^  for  Obedience  to  destroy  the  Contraries  of 

Man. 
He  hath  oompell'd  Albion  to  become  a  Pnnisher^  and 

hath  possessed 
Himself  of  Albion's  Forests  and  Wilds ;  and  Jerusalem 

is  taken. 
The  City  of  the  Woods  in  the  Forest  of  Ephratah 

is  taken. 
London  is  a  stone  o{  her  ruins ;  Oxford  is  the  dust  of 

her  walls ; 
ao  Sussex  and  Kent  are  her  scatter'd  garments ;  Ireland 

her  holy  place ; 
And  the  murder 'd  bodies  of  her  little  ones  are  Scotland 

and  Wales ; 
The  Cities  of  the  Nations  are  the  smoke  of  her 

consummation ; 
The  Nations  are  her  dust,  ground  by  the  chariot 

wheels 
Of  her  lordly  conquerors,  her  palaces  levelled  with 

the  dust. 
•5  I  come  that  I  may  find  a  way  for  my  banished  ones  to 

return. 
Fear  not,  O  little  Flock,  I  come — Albion  shall  rise 

again. 

So  saying,  the  mild  Snn  incloe'd  the  Human  Family. 
Forthwitii  from  Albion's  dark'ning  locks  came  two 

Immortal  forms, 
Saying,  We  alone  are  escaped,  O  merciful  Lord  and 

Skviour. 
30  We  flee  from  the  interiors  of  Albion's   hiUs  imd 

mountains^ 
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From  his  Valleys  Eastward,  from  Amalek,  CaiiMUi, 

and  Moab^ 
Beneath  his  vast  ranges  of  hills  surrounding  Jerasalen, 

Albion  walk'd  on  the  steps  of  fire  before  his  Halla, 
And  Vala  walk'd  with  him  in  dreams  of  soft,  deluding 

slumber ; 
35  He  looked  up  and  saw  the  Prince  of  Light  with 

splendor  faded ; 
Then  Albion  ascended,  mourning,  into  the  porehes  of 

his  Palace. 
Above  him  rose  a  Shadow  from  his  wearied  intellect, 
Qf  living  gold,  pure,  perfect,  holy:  in  white  linen 

pure  he  hovered, 
A  sweet,  entrancing  self-delusion,  a  watery  vision  of 

Albion, 
40  Soft,  exulting  in  existence,  all  the  Man  absorbing. 

Albion  fell  upon  his  face,  prostrate  before  the  wmt'ry

O  I  am  nothing,  and  to  nothing  must  return  again ; 
If  thou  withdraw  thy  breathy  Behold  |  am  oblivion, 
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He  eeaf'd,  the  shadowy  voice  was  silent^  hut  the  cloud 

hover'd  over  their  heads 
In  golden  wreathes,  the  sorrow  of  Man,  and  the  balmy 

drops  fell  down. 
55  And  lo  fthat  son  of  Man,  that  Shadowy  Spirit  of  mild 

Albion, 
LuTah  descended  from  the  cloud,  in  terror  Albion  rose: 
Indignant  rose  the  awful  man  and  tum'd  his  back  on 

\rala. 
We  heard  the  voice  of  Albion  starting  from  his  sleep : 
Whence  is  this  voice  crying  Eniou,  that  soundeth  in 

my  ears? 
^  O  eruel  pity !  O  dark  deceit !   can  love  seek  for 

dominion? 
And  Luvah  strove  to  gain  dominion  over  Albion. 
They  strove  together  above  the  Body  where  Vala  was 

indos'd. 
And  the  dark  body  of  Albion  left  prostrate  upon  the 

ciTstal  pavement, 
Cover'd  witn  boils  from  head  to  foot,  the  terrible 

smitings  of  Lavah. 

65  Then  frown'd  the  £dlen  Man  and  put  forth  Luvah 

from  his  presence. 
Saying  :  Go  and  die  the  Death  of  Man,  for  Vala  the 

sweet  wanderer. 
I  will  turn  the  volutions  of  your  ears  outward,  and 

bend  vour  nostrils 
Downward,  and  your  fluxile  eyes  englob'd  roll  round 

in  fear; 
Tear  withering  lips  and  tongue  shrink  up  into  a 

narrow  circle, 
70  Till  into  narrow  forms  you  creep.    Go,  take  your 

weary  way. 
And  learn  what  'tis  to  absorb  the  Man,  you  Spirits  of 

Pity  and  Love. 

They  heard  the  voice  and  fled  swift  as  the  winter's 
setting  snn^

75  In  jealous  fears  and  fury  and  rage^  and  flames  roll

And  as  they  fled  in  folding  fires  and  thunders  of  the

To  hide  themselves,  weeping  and  lamenting  for  the

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Beiiig   not   irritated    by   insult,   bearing   insulting 

benevolences, 
loTbey  percieved  that  corporeal  friends  are  spiritual 

enemies.

And  the  Divine  hand  was  upon  them,  bearing  them 

thro'  darkness

And  Luvah  hatii  drawn  the  Curtains  around  Albi<m  in 

Vala's  bosom, 

40  The  Dead  awake  to  Generation :  Arise,  O  Lord,  moA 

rend  the  Veil. 

41  So  Los  in  lamentations    follow'd    Albion ;    Albion 

covered

His  western  heaven  with  rocky  clouds  of  death  and 
despair. 

Fearing  that  Albion  should  turn  his  back  against  the 

Divine  Vision, 
Los  took  his  globe  of  fire  to  search  the  interiors  of 

Albion's 
Bosom^  in  all  the  terrors  of  friendship,  entering  the 

caves 
5  Of  despair  and  death,  to  search  the  tempters  out, 

walking  among 
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Albion's  rocks  and  precipices ;  caves  of  solitude  and 

dark  despair^ 
And  saw  eyery  Minnie  Particular  of  Albion  degraded 

and  murder'd^

Of  Albion  from  taking  vengeance,  or  how  shall  I  them 

perswade  ? 

So  spoke  Los,  travelling  thro'  darkness  and  horrid 
solitude ; 
40  And  he  beheld  Jerusalem  in  Westminster  snd  Mary-

Shadow. 

Jerusalem's  Shadow  bent  northward  over  the  Island 
white.

Vala^  awake ! 

I  hear  thy  shuttles  sing  in  the  sky,  and  round  my  limbs 

I  feel  the  iron  threads  of  love  and  jealousy  and  despair. 


50  Vala  repl/d : — Albion  is  mine  ;  Lurah  gave  me  to 

Albion^ 
And  now  recieves  reproach  and  hate.    Was  it  not  said 

of  oldy 
Set  your  Son  before  a  man,  and  he  shall  take  you  and

Bahab  is  an  Eternal  State. 

The  Spiritual  States  of  the  Soul  are  all  EtemaL 

Distinguish  between  the  Man  and  his  present  State. 

He  never  can  be  a  Friend  to  the  Human  Race  who  is 
the  Preiacher  of  Natural  Morality  or  Natural  Religion  ; 
he  is  a  flatterer  who  means  to  betray,  to  perpetuate 
Tyrant  Pride  and  the  Laws  of  that  Babylon  which  he 
Foresees  shall  shortly  be  destroyed,  with  the  Spiritual 
and  not  the  Natural  Sword.  He  is  in  the  State  named 
Eahab,  which  State  must  he  put  off  before  he  can  be 
the  Friend  of  Man. 

You,  O  Deists,  profess  yourselves  the  Enemies  of 
Christianitjr :  and  you  are  so;  you  are  also  the 
Enemies  or  the  Human  Race,  and  of  Universal  Nature. 
Man  is  bom  a  Spectre,  or  Satan,  and  is  altogether  an 
Evil,  and  requires  a  New  Selfhood  continually,  and 
must  continually  be  changed  into  his  direct  Contrary. 
But  your  Greek  Philosophy,  which  is  a  remnant  of 
Druiaism,  teaches  that  Man  is  Righteous  in  his 
Vegetated  Spectre :  an  Opinion  of  fatal  and  accursed 
consequence  to  Man,  as  the  Ancients  saw  plainly  by 
Revelation  to  the  entire  abrogation  of  Experimental 
Theory,  and  many  believed  what  they  saw  and 
Prophecied  of  Jesus. 

Man  must  and  will  have  Some  Religion ;  if  he  has 
not  the  Religion  of  Jesus,  he  will  have  the  Religion 
of  Satan,  and  will  erect  the  synagogue  of  Satan^ 
calling  the  Prince  of  this  World,  Uod ;  and  destroying^ 
all  who  do  not  worship  Satan  undpr  the  Name  of  God. 
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WUl  any  one  mj:  Where  are  thoee  who  wonhip 
Satan  under  the  Name  of  God  ?  Where  are  they? 
Listen !  ^^^^  Religion  that  Preaches  Vengeance 
for  Sin  is  the  Religion  of  the  Enemy  and  Avenger, 
and  not  of  the  Forgiver  of  Sin,  and  their  God  is  Satan, 
Named  by  the  C^rine  Name.  Yonr  Religion,  O 
Deists;  D^eism  is  the  Worship  of  the  God  of  this 
World,  by  the  means  of  what  von  call  Natural  Religion 
and  Natural  Philosophy,  and  of  Natural  Morali^  or 
Self- Righteousness,  the  Selfish  Virtues  of  the  Natural 
Heart.  This  was  the  Religion  of  the  Pharisees  who 
murdered  Jesus.  Deism  is  the  same,  and  ends  in  the 
same. 

Voltaire,  Rousseau,  Gibbon,  Hume,  charge  the 
Spiritually  Religious  with  Hjrpocrisy;  but  how  a 
Monk  or  a  Me&odist  either  can  be  a  Hjrpocrite,  I 
cannot  conceive.  We  are  Men  of  like  passions  with 
others,  and  pretend  not  to  be  holier  than  others ; 
therefore  when  a  Religious  Man  falls  into  Sin,  he 
ought  not  to  be  called  a  Hjnpocrite  ;  this  title  is  more 
properly  to  be  given  to  a  Flayer  who  fiills  into  Sin, 
whose  profession  is  Virtue  and  Morality,  and  the 
making  Men  Self-Righteous.  Foote,  in  calling 
Whitefield  Hypocrite,  was  himself  one,  for  Whitefield 
pretended  not  to  be  holier  than  others,  but  confessed 
his  Sins  before  all  the  World.  Voltaire,  Rousseau, 
you  cannot  escape  my  charge  that  you  are  Pharisees 
and  Hypocrites,  for  you  are  constantly  talking  of  the 
Virtues  of  the  Human  Heart,  and  particularly  of  your 
own,  that  you  may  accuse  others,  and  espedallv  the 
Religious,  whose  errors,  you  by  this  display  or  pre- 
tended Virtue,  chiefly  design  to  expose.  Rousseau 
thought  Men  Good  by  Nature :  he  found  them  Evil, 
and  found  no  friend.  Friendship  cannot  exist  without 
Forgiveness  of  Sins  continually.  The  Book  written 
by  Rousseau,  called  his  Confessions,  is  an  apology  and 
cloke  for  his  sin  and  not  a  confession. 

But  you  also  charge  the  poor  Monks  and  Religions 
with  being  the  causes  of  War,  while  you  acquit  and 
flatter  the  Alexanders  and  CsBsars,  the  Lewises  and 
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Fredericks,  who  aloue  are  its  causes  and  its  actors. 
But  the  Bieligion  of  Jesus,  Fori^iveness  of  Sin,  can 
never  he  the  cause  of  a  War  nor  of  a  single  Martvrdom. 
Those  who  Martyr  others,  or  who  cause  War,  are 
Deists,  but  never  can  be  Forgiven  of  Sin.  The  Glory 
of  Christianity  is  to  Conquer  bv  Forgiveness.  All 
the  Destruction  therefore  in  Christian  Europe  has 
arisen  from  Deism,  which  is  Natural  Religion.

between  the  Oak 
Of   Weeping  and  the  Palm  of  Suffering,   beneath 

Albion's  Tomb. 
Thus  in  process  of  time    it    became  the  beautiful 

Munoane  Shell, 
The  Habitation  of  the  Spectres  of  the  Dead,  and  the 

Place 
Of  Redemption  and  of  awaking  again  into  Eternity. 

10  For  Four  Universes  round  the  Mundane  Egg  remain 
Chaotic : 

One  to  the  North,  Urthona;  one  to  the  South,

They  are  the  Four  Zoas  that  stood  around  the  Throne

What  is  the  Harvest  of  the 
Gospel  and  its  Labours  ?  What  is  that  Talent  which 
it  is  a  curse  to  hide?  What  are  the  Treasures  of 
Heaven  which  we  are  to  lav  up  for  ourselves?  are 
they  any  other  than  Mental  Studies  and  Perform- 
ances? What  are  all  the  Gifts  of  the  Gospel?  are 
they  not  all  Mental  Gifts?  Is  God  a  Spirit  who  must 
be  worshipped  in  Spirit  and  in  Truth?  and  are  not 
the  Gifts  of  the  Spirit  Every-thing  to  Man?  O  ve 
Religious,  discountenance  every  one  among  you  who 
shall  pretend  to  despise  Art  and  Science  I  1  call  upon 
you  in  the  Name  of  Jesus  !  What  is  the  Life  of  Man 
but  Art  and  Science?  is  it  Meat  and  Drink?  is  not  the 
Body  more  than  Raiment?  What  is  Mortality  but 
the  things  relating  to  the  Body,  which  Dies  ?  What 
is  Immortality  but  the  thinffg  relating  to  the  Spirit^ 
which  Lives  Eternally  ?  What  is  the  Joy  of  Heaven 
but  Improvement  in  the  things  of  the  Spirit?  What 
are  the  Pains  of  Hell  but  Ignorance,  Bodily  Lust. 
Idleness,  and  devastation  of  the  things  of  the  Spirit? 
Answer  this  to  yourselves,  and  expel  ifrom  among  you 
those  who  pretend  to  despise  the  labours  of  Art  and 
Science,  wnich  alone  are  the  labours  of  the  Gospel. 
Is  not  this  plain  and  manifest  to  the  thought?  Can 
you  think  at  all  and  not  pronounce  heartily.

Such  is  the  Cry  from  all  the  Earth,  from  the  Living 

Creatures  of  the  Earth,

And  from  the  lliirty-two  Nations  of  the  Earth  among 

the  Living  Creatures. 
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All  Human  Forms  identified,  even  Tree,  Metal,  Earth,

Human  Forms  identified,  living,  going  forth  and

Into  the  Planetary  lives  of  Years,  Months,  Days,  and 

Hours  reposing. 
And  then  Awaking  into  his  Bosom  in  the  life  of

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JUmemberinff  alwayt  Blake' t  rdiffiout  faith  in  ImaginaHon 
— hxM  eonvietian  that  tkit  vat  the  immortal  part  of  mtnd,  wnd 
thai  mind  trxu  iht  onljf  teat  <fr  place  of  existence,  allouttideof 
it  being  what  he  eaUt  *void*;  and  remembering  alto  ^Mt  ike 
Human  Form  it  the  true  Form  of  Thought,  through  which 
Imagination  livet,  and  ditentangUt  ittelf  from  perithaUe 
menial  facultiet,  and  realiting  how  great  it  the  evil  that  map 
he  wrought  therefore  to  the  immortal  imagination  6jf  keeping 
the  Human  Form  for  ever  out  of  tight  beeaute  itt  expoture  tt 
immodest,  we  can  easily  find  a  justification  of  the  tolemnfurp 
with  which  every  page  of  *  Jerusalem*  it  written. 

Then  the  task  of  hunting  up  meaningt  for  all  the  tymbolt 
ceatet  to  he  a  bc^rren  game,  sueh  at  idle  familiet  play  at 
Chrittmat-time,  and  we  pursue  it  in  the  hope  of  finding 
witdom  and  heauty. 

The  firtt  chapter  it  ehiefiy  made  difficult  heea%ue  Blake 
tried  to  hard,  with  hit  tablet  of  the  Four  Pointt  and  other 
exflanationt,  to  make  it  eaty.  When  the  relationt  heiween 
Jforth,  South,  JBatt,  and  Wett—or,  at  he  took  it.  South, 
Eatt,  West,  and  Horth — are  fairly  familiar,  and  inddiUy 
associated  with  Urizen,  Luvah,  Tharmas,  and  Urtluma,  a 
rapid  reading  of  the  chapter  thowt  it  to  he  both  coherent  and 
timple, 

Blake,  urged  hy  the  Prophetic  l^rit  within  himself  (t^o  is, 
ofeourte.  Lot  {page  44,  line  31),  whom  he  drew  on  page  6  of 
hit  poem  with  the  face  and  hair  that  were  hit  own  in  youth 
and  ttrength),  argues  the  mott  important  quettion  for  all 
men— how  to  lire  before  death  to  at  to  live  after  it. 

Ofeourte  the  language  of  kit  argument  it,  at  usual,  that  of  a 
symbolic  poetry.  We  must  not  look  for  a  prose  argument,  nor 
blame  tymbolitm  under  the  mistake  that  it  is  an  obstruction  to 
tente,  or  we  thaU  never  get  on. 

Before  tetting  to  work  on  thit  poem^  Blake  had  made  a  dit' 
cover y  which  %oat  only  a  turprite  to  A«in«  beeaute  the  loftinett 
of  hit  genius  had  obtcured  hit  minor  perceptions,  Thit  form 
ofhiindnett  not  being  comwion,  we  must  not  be  too  ready  to 

4M 
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look  on  it  (u  a  stffn  of  itupidUy  in  him  heeaute  tpe  are  free 
from  to  noble  a  temptation  to  error  ou^telves. 

He  had  discovered  that,  however  evil  and  however  fatally 
tending  to  hide  the  human  form  from  the  free  euxest  to  itt  view, 
which  thotUd  be  mant  birthright,  modesty  was  fraeticdUy 
ineradicable.  Its  existence  is  a  great  tragedy  if  \n  truth  it 
tends  to  warp  the  mind  away  from  those  bodily  perceptions  of 
beauty  that  would  naHtrally  lead  to  salvation  by  a  straight 
road. 

At  any  rate,  modesty  is  always  with  us,  and  must  be 
reckoned  with.  It  has  one  undoubted  disadvantage,  B^  re- 
o/ction  it  rather  leads  to  than  prevents  mental  sin.  Sin  u  an 
tmploym/eni  of  the  human  form  for  other  purposes  than  an 
exalted  and  tmmortcUising  perception  of  beauty.  But  to  aay 
that  Puritanism  leads  to  impurity^  is  a  commonplace. 

One  of  two  things,  two  alternatives,  is  needed  to  save  man 
from  destruction:  Either  an  absolute  obedience  to  mor€U  law, 
or  the  forgiveness  of  sins.  Blake,  who  once  told  a  friend  that 
he  had  learned  everything  that  he  knew  from  the  Bible — a 
book  thcU  always  lay  beside  him  as  he  worked,  and  that  he 
admits  reading  *  day  and  night*— found  in  the  Old  Testament 
the  impossibility  of  obedience,  and  in  the  New  the  promise  of 
forgiveness. 

But  sifice  Ood  works  by  agents,  and  forgives  when  we 
forgive— for  it  is  in  us  and  not  in  the  *  dreary  void  *  He  reside* 
•^•our  business  is  to  find  a  means  to  the  forgiveness  of  sing, 

Blake  finds  it  for  us  in  a  manner  so  jpoignanUy  pnUotopkie 
that  we  need  not  accuse  him  of  vanity  or  insanity  %f  he 
thought  himself  inspired.  He  finds  it  for  us  if  we  can  leam 
from  him  to  grasp  the  fact  that  the  state  %n  which  an  individual 
is  should  bear  all  the  blame  that  we  usitally  give  to  him,  and 
not  to  it,  when  the  state  is  sinful. 

Under  the  name  of  Ulro  he  symbolises  the  state  ofthoHwho, 
not  using  this  method,  are  in  the  state  eaUed  *  death,*  and 
called  *  Moral  law,'— in  fact  are  in  the  Old  Testament,  and  have 
not  begun  to  live  in  the  New.  They  are  under  the  law  of  the 
five  senses,  through  which  only  *all  things  are  vegetatea  and 
bom.* 

Before  going  further,  the  first  chapter  of  *Jer%ualem*  is 
already  comprehensible  in  the  rough— sneeiat  words  being  laid 
aside  to  be  understood  on  further  consideration.  It  is  seen  to 
be  a  conversation  between  the  inspired  quality  in  marCs  mind 
{Los\  the  common  sense  {Albion),  the  sympathetic  {JeruseUem), 
and  the  natural  elementary  love  ( Tola), 

The  inspired  does  not  offer  to  the  common  sense  a  eomsnon- 
sense  immortality.  Even  his  own  ^selfhood*  must  die,  and 
the  ^selfhoods*  of  all  imaginative,  un-*  humanised*  philosophic 
ideas.    Inspiration  condemns  t?iem  to  death  {page  8,  line  16  ; 
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poff^  10,  line  1).  In  page  10;  lineM  61,  66,  the  fedvngt  cf 
iwUited  effotitm  eontempUUingmorUUUyare  boldly  Met  dowt^^ 
€U  the  danger  thtU  any  ofut  may  fall  into  that  ttate,  and  the 
apparent  inevitabUneu  of  it  under  common  ieme  are  given  in 
^Jtrst  linet  of  page  37,  and  in  page  39,  lines  16  to  24. 

Lob,  however,  in  this  first  chapter  oompeli  his  egotisfn,  dis- 
guised  as  'reojon,'  to  labour  with  him,  though  it  constantly 
watches  for  a  cha^  to  destroy  inspiration  {page  7,  lines  1  to 
7).  Blake  had  feU  aU  this {nage  7,  line  61),  InU  it  wiU  be 
remetnbered  that   in  the  end  he  triumphed  over  his  own 

*  spectre,' and  that  he  died  singing.  WluU  the  words  were  we 
do  not  know,  they  were  not  written  down,  but  the  old  woman 
who  heard  them  said  that  there  were  shouts  of  joy,  and  thtU  she 
had  seen  the  death  of  a  stunL  In  brief,  the  song  must  have 
been  what  we  find  set  down  here  in  page  1,  lines  18  to  SO. 

A  few  obscure  details  may  be  constdered  now.  In  page  4, 
line  29,  British  mountains  and  wilds  {Blake  thougni  wolds 
desolates  are  mentioned.  They  symbolise  the  moral  law  state, 
the  selfhood,  the  rational  mind  umder  eommum  sense,  or  the 

*  perturbed*  and  non-clairvoyant  conditions  of  Man.  Here, 
as  elsewhere,  the  reader  must  be  on  the  watch  for  groups  of 
four  or  five  names.  If  English,  they  certainly  refer  to  *  spectral* 
states,  not  necessarily  in  the  order  Vrizen,  Luvah,  I%arwMS, 
Urthona.  It  may  be  guessed  from  the  context  that  Blake  is 
using  the  names  for  the  five  senses,  the  highest  mental  faculties 
of  *  perturbed  man  *  in  the  state  of  Ulro.  Tharmas  takes  two 
senses,  taste  and  touch. 

In  page  Si,  line  34,  (he  faculties  named  by  Peak,  Malvern, 
and  Cheviot  are  frankly  said  to  '  reason  in  cruelty.*  They 
stand  for  Head,  Heart,  and  Loins.  Cheviot  reappears  on 
page  63,  lines  S3  and  4S ;  also  on  page  65,  line  14  {i^ieh,  as 
war  is  Luvah' s  wine-press,  connects  Cheviot  with  iMvah  when  in 
Loins  having  become  *  Satan,*  since  they  forge  the  sword  there). 
Compare  the  '  Orey  Monk'— 

'My  father  drew  his  tword  in  the  North.' 

Cheviot  should  be  Urthona.  The  valleys  of  Cheviot,  in  direct 
contrast  with  the  wunmtains,  are  named  on  page  92L  line  6. 
This  page  is  one  of  the  kUett  written  in  *JerusalemJ  Flin- 
limon  and  Snowdon  reappear  on  page  66,  line  69.  A  passage  on 
Moral  Virtue  on  page  80,  lines  66  to  8S,  gives  further  hints. 

More  important  for  the  moment  is  the  contrast  between 
'  Ulro*  and'Beulah.* 

Compare  the  verse— 

*  The  lezes  iprftng  from  Shame  and  Pride, 
Blown  in  the  mom,  in  evening  died ; 
But  Iferoj  changed  death  into  deep  ; 
The  fexes  roae  to  work  and  weep»' 
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from  the  ^Htmig  of  J^Bperienee'  eaUed  *To  TtrzoA,'  fffkiek 
muH  be  read  ioUh  *Jeru9alem,* 

The  'aexet*  are  tw>  divinont  of  the  mind,  it  mutt  not  be 
forgotten.  The  male,  taken  alone^  is  evil  and  reamming,  and 
* tpectr€U*^<i  selfhood.  The  female^  alone,  emotional  and 
naturaliitie,  tending  to  the  Satanic  iUtuion  that  nature 
maitU, 

Beulah  if  the  visionary  love  springing  from  natural 
"sourees  {the  word  is  aiven  m  Bible  dictionaries  as  meaning 
*  marriage*),  and  if  mingled  with  imagination  it  leads  to 
salvation,  away  fromthe  death  of  mere  reason  and  moral  law^ 
though  it  is  not  an  eternal  wakefulness  itsdf  hut  rather  a 
pretty  kind  of  sleep,  in  which  the  Human  Form  is  a  pathetic 
dream.  In  symbolio  anatomv  its  *region'  is  the  heart, 
Ikiughters  of  BeuUih  are  benejioent  temporary  perceptions  of 
heatUy,  Just  as  the  Sons  of  Albion  are  destruetivdy  argwnen- 
tative  offsprings  of  common  sense. 

CknUinuing  to  examine  fn/ythic  or  symbolic  terms  as  thev 
present  themselves  in  Chap.  L,  we  come  to  wheeli,  or  self. 
Aoodi,  expanding  from  a  centre,  eutd  exterior  to  one  emother 
wAen  in  evil  or  *  spectral*  sense,  concentric  when  artistic  and 
good,  as  page  S3,  lines  17  to  SO,  explains. 

Starry  means  intellectuaL  In  the  three  'regions'  of  Head, 
Heart,  Loins — Stan,  Sun,  and  Moon  are  common  equtvalents, 
as  in  the  poem  *Mental  Traveller.*  But  it  must  be  remembered 
that  the  sun  rises  in  the  heart  {Bast)  and  goes  to  the  head, 
which  is  both  Height  and  Depth;  South  at  noon,  and  North 
at  nighL  The  whole  Sun-myth  involved  in  these  poems  is  of  a 
logical  simplicity  that  makes  it  rather  a  key  to  other  enigmas 
than  itself  needing  explanation. 

It  must  also  be  remembered  that  each  region  has  its  three- 
fold  and  its  fourfold,  like  the  'gates*  and  aU  other  things  in 
the  eity  of  Art—Oclgonooza,  See  page  13,  line  9Xi.  So  we 
often  find  that  there  is  a  head  of  heads,  head  of  hearts,  head  of 
loins,  etc. 

The  word  lexual,  with  all  other  symbols  bdonging  to  the 
region  of  the  Loins,  means — on  the  mental  side,  apart  from 
t^kat  we  usually  call  corporeal— oppositional,  competitive, 
warring,  contesting,  arguing,  ana  so  forth,  ineluaing  all 
ideas  opposite  to  the  imaginative,  the  sympathetic,  etc  The 
group  u  symbolised  by  cog-wheels  contrasted  with  concentric 
"wheels,  and  grows  from  the  idea  that  the  sexes,  having  become 
separate,  are  evil  till  united,  and  that  mind  makes  body  {by 
contraction  from  itself),  and  sexes  are  mutually  attractive  eind 
mutually ^  opposing  results  caused  by  shame  and  pride,  that 
carved  an  anti-Human  and  un-Ete^nnal  division  %n  thit  con- 
tracted condition  of  mind.    But  since  the  only  way  to  treat 
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tvU  isto  ffo  ikrouffk  it  to  good,  iexual  emoium  and  deaire  airt 
of  good  reauU  if  {here  i«  the  eerUre  of  the  vfhote  philomph$f) 
taken  on  a  iowrney  that  poiies  throngh  them  to  perceptionM 
of  beauty  which  lead  to  an  absorption  of  ail  inio  all  in  the 
great  HoxnAn  Forms,  the  Imagination,  the  Uniter  of  Man  to 
God,  of  Exterior  to  Interior  in  mind,  of  Teaaportay  to 
'Eternal,  a  Uniter  rightly  called  the  Saviour,  a^io  u  bom  4n 
Oeneralion  (page  7,  line  67). 

Entuthon  Benvtlkon  if  explained  cu  Abetmet  Philo9opkf 
(po^et  56  aiui  68). 

The  various  forme  ofreaeoning  called  'Albion's  Sons'  go 
to  various  places  in  the  Saet  {page  7,  Une  17,  etc.),  and  m 
poison  the  sun  at  its  uprising,  and  enforce  ^MoraUtf* 
{reverse  of  *  Forgiveness*)  tU  its  root  in  the  heart.  These  mms 
are  looked  (U  in  groups  {are  united)  or  analysed  {divided)^ 
and  compared  with  their  more  imaginative  and  thus  hoty 
relatives,  the  sons  of  Jerusalem,  wh*ch  have  Siblieal  namtes 
throughoiU  the  poem.  The  daughters  {which  are  contrary  to 
sons  as  vcUlfys  to  mountains,  and  rivers  to  rocks,  and  blood- 
vessels to  nerves)  lend  themselves  to  grouping  with  psyehologic 
significance.  Their  task  of  weaving  should  be  underkood.  It 
is  exjalained  here  on  page  7,  line  46,  wnd  page  22,  lines  34,  dS» 
as  it  already  has  been  tn  the  book  of  *  ValaJ 

A  symbolic  detail  from  the  story  of  how  Mind  made  Body 
by  contraction  is  sketched  here  on  this  same  page  7.  The 
eight  sons  of  Albion  combine  {durina  months  of  geetaUon)  tnfo 
the  ninth  Schofidd,  who  *  is  Adam,  and  hcu  three  regions — 
Head,  Heart,  Loins  of  the  exterior  world—Kox,  Kotope^  and 
Bowen.  The 'members' are  thus  made  the  region  of  pmUsh- 
mentfor  sin  {line  60).  The  Sons  of  Albion  may  now  be  M 
out  of  these  notes  with  the  parting  warning  that  Hand,  Hyle, 
and  Ooban  are  Head,  Heart,  Loins  of  Head,  as  Kox,  Kotipe, 
and  Bowen,  of  Loins.  Other  relationships  and  their  mesm- 
ings  are  ecuy  to  find  when  one  remembers  that  above  ft  within, 
that  Canaan  is  above  England,  and  that  Beuben  is  abotv 
Hand  tUl  his  senses  are  bent  dorm  and  he  is  sent  Sasi,  where 
is  the  sunrise,  and  where  he  explores  the  three  states  of  Ulro, 
Hand  absorbs  his  brethren,  as  Schofield  {aided  by  dauahters 
weaving)  involves  them,  and  so  forth.  It  is  all  wmerent 
enough,  and  a  psychology  in  several  volumes  may  be  found 
compact  within  these  symbols.  If  notes  to  Blake  are  to  be 
really  sufficient,  they  must  be  so  much  longer  than  the  text  thcU 
the  editor  trusts  that  the  reader  will  go  to  the  original,  and, 
after  the  first  plunge  of  bewilderment,  stay  thereuntil  he  is  so 
much  at  home  as  to  ask  for  no  more. 

The  symbol  of  the  Sword  and  o/ War  has  two  phases,  as  war 
muit  imply  two  combatants.    It  it  good  orevU  ^newrdimg  eu 
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we  /tffkt  on  the  tide  of  life  or  of  dearf^— ^Imagination  and 
Human  Form,  or  of  Abctraction  and  the  Void. 

The  Wan  of  Eternity  give  life.  The  spiritual  ttportf 
\  *forffed  on  Cheviot,*  and  taken  frvn  fwmacee  of  affiietum  to 
be  beaten  on  that  moral  and  rcUional  anvil  of  bitter  death,  it 
eondeneedfrom  tearg  and  eight  bp  the  hammert  {page  9,  linee 
16,  17,  18).  Compare  line  18  in  particular  with  the  war 
deteription  in  'Vala,'  Night  VIL,  line  691,  and  othert.  A 
tear,  even  before  it  it  beaten  into  a  tword,  it  an  intellecioal 
thing,  cu  we  read  in  the  latt  verte  on  page  62 ;  and  it  hat  the 
power  of  *  animating '  even  natur€U  and  quite  unimaginative 
thoughtt  and  emotiont  {page  11,  line  £$),  for  nature  it  a 
thadow  built  by  recuon  {page  44,  line  40) ;  the  ^veil*  of  Vala, 
and  her  *  net*  to  animated.  It  it  made  of  teart,  at  weU  at  of 
the  toult  of  the  *dead,'  and  of  the  ordinary  atpeet  of  the  woHd 
{vaqe  SO,  line  Z\  for  it  it  a  veil  of  moral  law  that  needt  un- 
Jolding,  and  doet  no  good  at  an  unopened  endUmire,  for  it  it 
grown  from  clouding  and  deceitful  blood,  darkening  ImaginO' 
tion  {page 21,  line  60) ;  yet  when  man  'eeatet  to  behold*  the 
teart  ofparentt  and  children,  he  *eeatet  to  exitL' 

Jutt  <u  War  and  the  Sword  mutt  be  underttood  in  more 
tentet  than  one,  to  mtut  Shame.  There  it  the  thame  of  the 
body,  an  evil  of  an  elementary  character,  a  *diteate  of  the 
tout,*  both  leading  to  and  tpringing  from  the  iUution  thai 
nature  exittt ;  and  there  it  the  thame  of  the  mind  that  thote 
who  lack  imagination  try  to  heap  upon  thote  who  do  not  lack 
ft,  in  order  that  Beaton  may  triumph,  and  law  have  all 
thingt  itt  own  way. 

Reason  thould  be  '  the  outward  bound  or  eireumferenee  of 
Energy*  {*  Marriage  of  Heaven  and  Hell*),  but  when  it  takee 
%mon  tttelfto  have  an  energy  of  itt  own^  thit  it  the  ^Female 
Will,*  which  contittt  in  ^converting  with  regard  to  weight  and 
dittance  in  the  wildt  of  Newton  and  Locke  *  {page  34,  linet  80, 
40).  Female  alwayt  meant  unimaginative,  and  Blake  never 
\^'  knew  that  imagination  wot  required  in  the  wattet  of  Newton 

and  Locke  at  well  €u  in  the  ttudio. 

Thunder  refert  to  thought,  at  flame  to  detire. 

Forests  are  affiietiont, — the  oak  weept. 

Little  ones  are  tpeeial  inttancet  of  the  parent  property  or 
mood—tometimet  called  *  minute  particulart*  {page  20,  line 
27,  and  page  27,  tecond  verte  of  poem,  etc,}. 

The  poem  on  thit  itlth  page  it  an  epitome  of  the  whole 
book.  The  tectiont  of  London  are  tectiont  of  art,  for  '  Qol- 
gonooa,'  which  it  Art  at  a  city,  it  the  *tpiritual  fowrfM 
London,* 

Common  tente  dictating  to  Art,  according  to  itt  own  tdf- 
,  hood,  cauoet  Jerutalem,  who  it  LQfer!ty_and  Sympe^y^  tojy 
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from  Art  wusina  eaUwardM  from  South  to  the  tea  («0rtet  10 
amdll);  East,  the  Heart  and  Centre ;  South,  the  Height  of 
Intellect;  Sea,  TharmM,  the  Devouring  Tongue;  water^  the

The  Satan  or  Limit  of  the  Opaque  ynthen  the  higher  parte 


ne$s  {hat  tlain  the  Lamb);  and  to^  with  a  plea  for  pardon  and 
a  prophecy  of  hope,  the  poem  endt. 

The  teeond ehajjier thowt  Fanep  {* omamentt*  laboured  bp 
love)  jealoutly  re&uAed  by  the  dull  mind  ofreatoninff  Albion^ 
who  thinkt  only  of  eharaeter,  amdfindt  it  only  in  law.  Then 
eomet  a  tketch  of  modern  Chrittianity  apart  from  Elakit 
tyttem^  thowing  itt  moment  of  good  and  %tt  divition  of  evil 
{page  29,  line  36  to  end).  Thit  little  parenthetical  myth  endt 
with  Luvah  falling  Eatt  and  Wett— -becoming  Ore  and  Satan, 
Love  beeomet  materialittie  after  being  worthipped  at  PUy,  and 
monattie  rtttraint  it  demanded.  Arft  tpirtt  of  prophecy  Jliet 
from  tueh  a  tyttem  {page  90,  Une  1). 

Uneiroumeision  it  the  ttate  of  mind  from  which  the  illution 
of  nature  it  not  yet  cut  off  {page  90,  line  11),  explained  at 
the  dote  of  the  pottage,  line  68  to  line  66  of  page  66. 

The  doting  of  the  Western  Gate  occurt  imen  the  protaie 
mind  beeomet  contciout  ofmodetty,  tex,  and  pattion,  without 
becoming  puri/Ud  by  beauty,  art,  and  tdf-annihilation  {page 
90,  linet  33,  41 ;  and  page  31,  line  1). 

The  doting  it  teen  not  only  to  be  the  entrance  ofreterveinto 
the  tpeech,  but  ofeottume  and  teereey  into  life,  at  told  in  the 
BiUteal  ttory  of  the  Garden  of  Eden  after  Adam  had  eaten 
the  forbidden  fruit, 

Thit  Western  Gate  being  that  of  the  tongue,  which  {in  the 
dayt  of  innocence)  wat  *  outward  every  way,*  and,  being 
doted,  man*t  mind  ceatet  to  be  in  real  harmony  with  h%t 
fellow-man,  but  beeomet  hit  *  natural  enemy.*  Tharmat,  the 
Zoa  of  the  wett,  beeomet  the  *  Devouring  Tongue*  that  devourt 
with  argument  and  error  the  Human  Perfectiont  of  the  mind, 
whote  centre  darkent,  for  under  no  condition  but  brotherhood 
—*Jin  you,  and  you  in  me  '—can  we  live  in  accord  with  Ute 
true  univertal  centre  of  light,  round  which  all  whedt  turn 
concentrically,  at  in  Heaven,  and  none  with  cogt,  grinding 
out  war  and  morality,  cu  in  thit  tex-ridden  earth. 

The  Story  of  Reuben  now  appeart  and  ditappeart  in  a 
tantaliting  manner.  Beuben  it  the  natural  Firtt-bom 
{Retiben,  tee  ^Bible  Dictionary  *)of  Man,  and  it  originally  a 
form  of '  Ore  the  Firtt-bom.*  But  when  the  Wettem  Oate  it 
doted,  he  ceatet  to  be  natural  in  a  timple  tente,  and  beeomet 
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fiaiural  JedUnuy,  not  natural  love,  and  takeM  on  qwtUtiet  of 
Hand  ;  ieek$  revenge  on  Jerutalem  :  $o  Lo$  oblipeM  him  imly 
to  vork  and  explore  in  the  exterior  part  of  man*t  life — *  the 
'  ieljith  centre  *  that  is  *  outside  '—for  which  he  bendi  down  his 
^noeiriU  and  $end$  him  eoitward  over  Jordan.  Then  this 
tpiritf  once  vroniinng,  at  leaU  heoome*  leu  harmful  than 
itken  it  worked  againtt  Imaginative  emotion,  for  mere  otU- 
ward  conduct  it  of  leu  eon$equene€.  The  *gaie»*  of  Betiben 
are  gatee  that  come  tou9at  birth,  natural  loves. 

Blake  must  have  been  now  at  work  on  *Jerusalem*  for  abomt 
§ix  years,  since  he  engraved  the  title-page  in  1804.  ^Jerusalem  * 
was  still  a  new  book,  just  coming  out  in  1880.  See  Chlehriafs 
*Life,*  voL  «.  vage  324 ;  refer  to  Wainrighi  in  Index,  u^ere  a 
hastd-eolourea  coptg  seems  to  have  been  sold  for  £88^  third  line 
9fpog^  36. 

'And  lizty  winien  Lm  raged  in  the  diTiaioni  of  Beaben^' 
appears  to  mean  that  Blake  was  sixty.  The  title-page  of  the 
hook  is  1804.     Blake  was  bom  in  VlfSl. 

The  following  are  ihe  references  to  Beuben,  whose  myth, 
telling  how  the  unintellectual  side  of  man  is  as  much  injured 
bp  the  closing  of  the  Western  Chite  as  is  the  higher  portion  of 
mind,  will  now  be  obvious  enough  in  all  its  symbols^^ 
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Weaving  is  an  importcmt  symbol,  whose  most  peculiar 
explanation  is  found  in  page  67.  It  always  refers  to  blood. 
In  Blake's  picture  of  the  Bard  from  Gray,  mentioned  in  the 
descriptive  catalogue  and  re-exhibited  this  year  (1904)  in  the 
Carfax  QoJlXery  in  Ryder  Street,  there  are  blood-vessels  as  big 
as  JLre-hou  descending  from  between  the  Bard,  a  naked  old 
Hercules  on  a  high  rock,  and  his  harp  that  he  sings  to.  They 
descend  through  a  mist  of  dark  and  troubled  air^  bewildering 
and  turbulent  with  seething  obscurity,  and  fall  in  tree-like 
branches  over  King  Edward  and  others  who  sit  below,  endur- 
ing this.  These  red  pipes  are  a  mystery,  unless  one  reads 
the  quotation  to  thepictv 
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'Weave  the  waip  Mid  weare  the  woof. 
The  winding-abeet  of  Edward'i  imee,' 

which  tcfttving,  Biake  notef,  if  what  the  wng  by  itt  wofd$ 
and  mime  is  eoneeived  to  do  in  Oray'M  poem,  Spiriti  of 
murdered  bard$  in  the  air  join  in  the  9ong^work, 

'  And  weave  with  blood  j  hands  the  tissue  of  thy  line,'  which 
explaim  the  piehtre,  and  Blake' §  habit  of  taking  aU  thinff§ 
mentally.

Machines  may  be  sexual  in  the  argumentative  and  reatomr

7%e  Plough  if  oblivum;  the  labour  of  it  is  forgiveneis.

In  the  next  page,  line  27,  it 
if  made  etndent  that  the  poem  *  The  Oryttal  CkUnnet*  betongi 
to  this  tymboliim.  The  Maid  in  thai  poem  it  Vala,  or  Bahab, 
JBs^planationt  are  frequent  on  page  71.  On  page  73,  line  S8, 
the  contraries,  PeUg  and  Joktan,  Etau  and  Jacob,  Saul  a/nd 
David,  are  the  Oontraries  of  Humanity— Wrath  and  Pity. 
Line  42  stales  the  strongest  possible  argtment  against  Blokes 
whole  system  of  philosophy,  so  far  as  it  agrees  vfith  Bishop 
Berkdey,  But  thai  it  went  beyond  this,  the  weaving  reference 
to  page  83  has  already  reminded  us, 

Bou^dhoola  here  mentioned  is  symbolised  anatomically  in 
'Milton,*  In  page  74  the  Zoas  are  re-^xplained,  and  the 
dodrine  of  the  Spectre  restated. 

The  reference  to  Souih  Motion  Street  in  line  1^  of  the  7^th 
page  is  not  symbolie,  but  merely  a  personal  reminiscence  of  a 
vision,  Blake  was  living  in  South  Molton  Street  at  the  ttme 
he  saw  it. 

The  poisons  of  the  Twenty-seven-fold  cup  are  natural 
illusions  of  the  Mundane  ShelL  They  have  a  siring  of  names 
whou  suggestions  are  not  worked  out  in  detail  except  tn  a  few 
cases,  but  the  element  of  poison,  as  inthe  'poison  ofasmile,  in 
the  *Booko/Thel*  is  the  deadly  element  of  attraUiveness  in 
m/ere  experience. 

For  farther  analysis  of  the  'Churches,^  and  all  that  belongs 
to  the  ^Covering  Cherub,^  the  serious  student  is  referred  to  the 
dmters  on  this  in  the  Quaritch  edition. 

These  notes  have  now  reached  the  dosing  pages  of  *  Jerusa- 
lem,' and  have  little  further  use.  The  reader  will  find  that 
those  pages  are  really  mostly  explanatory.  As  they  become 
famUtar,  they  illuminate  the  first  part  oj  the  poem^  and  all 
the  other  Prci)hetie  Books  more  effectively  than  any  prose  noies, 
uihose  sole  advantage  would  be  that  of  dulness,  for  BUMs 
own  words  are  exciting  and  stimulatina  to  a  bewildering 
depree  until  custom  and  much  re-reading  fts  us  to  live  at  ease 
With  them. 

A  complete  dictionary  of  Blake  is  still  wanting.  It  wiU 
come  in  tts  day;  and  in  the  meantime  the  forerunner  of  it — 
the  sketch  of  an  index  in  the  edition  of '  Jerusalem,*  published 
by  Mr,  A.  H.  BuUen,  thai  has  come  out  while  this  upassing 
through  the  press— holds  the  field. 

Serious  readers  of  Blake  will  allow  the  present  editor  to 
presume  that  they  have  bought  that  edition.  It  contains  only 
the  'Book  of  Jerusalem '  (6<.  net),  and  is  easier  to  read  even 
than  this,  as  the  paper  is  wide  enough  to  enable  the  lines  to  be 
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printed  VHthoui  any  turning  hack  at  the  ende.  The  dozen  or 
fifteen  pagee  of  explanatory  preface  hy  Meurt,  Ruttell  and 
Maelaffan,  the  edttort,  are  tuetdt  quiet,  and  dear.  They 
attack  the  very  heart  of  the  difficultyt  and  even  aeeuttomed 
ttudente  of  Blake  will  find  them  uetful. 

The  preaent  editor  did  not  know  that  any  eueh  book  wa$  to 
be  printed  untU  it  wm  already  in  type.  He  hean  vagvely  ai 
thu  moment  that  other  gtudente  are  working  aerioudy  at 
Blake  in  different  parte  of  the  country  with  a  view  to  fmUtoo- 
tion.  1$  it  too  $oon  to  found  a  Blake  Society  f  Mr.  A.  H. 
BuUen,  of  47  Great  Ruuell  Street,  or  thepruent  editor  at  the 
addreu  of  thi$  publieher,  would  be  glad  to  hear  from  whoever 
thinke  that  now  it  the  time.

Babylon  it  within  London  {a$  was  Vala  within  Lumih\ 
page  14t,  Ivne  16 ;  further  explained  on  the  same  page,  line  dSt ; 
London  Stone  being  again  alluded  to  a  few  linu  fwriher  on, 

Babylon  is  united  with  Urizen^s  World  as  line  9St  above 
with  line  8  of  page  66.    Mystery,  or  Babylon,  is  Urizen's  Tree. ' 

The  mixture  of  Uriien  with  the  city  of  Babylon,  and  so 
the  South  with  the  £ast,  belongs  to  the  *eommingling  of 
Urizen^s  and  lMvah*s  Spectres*  already  eited.

The  suburbs  of  London—Norwood,  Finehley,  Blackheath, 
and  Hounslow — are  explained  (u  parts  of  the  'Mundane 
Shell  *  in  page  42,  line  80,  which  is  rtferrtd  io  as  the  blue  in 
an  explanatory  passage,  page  13,  lines  33  to  27.  It  wHl  be

and  it  is  outside  {'beneath')  Beulah  and  outside  Golgonooea

York  is  the  next  Engltsh  name  oMSoeiaied  with  one  of  the '  u/n» 
vegetated  sons  of  Los* — Theotomum,  and  so  with  Tharmas. 

Why  it  was  given  the  third  place  in  the  list,  with  the  sugge$» 
tion  belonging  to  it,  we  can  only  guess.  York  is  an  Arch- 
bishopric.    It  is  the  stained  Oothoon. 

On  page  16,  line  44,  it  seems  to  be  part  of  the  '€fate*^Levi 
—a  syrnbol  left  unexplained.  In  page  ^  line  51,  York  %$• 
seen  'crowned  with  loving-kindness.*  In  page  46,  line  24,  U 
is  one  of  the  mournful  four  in  whom  the  tvmty-four  appeared 
fourfold. 

On  page  57  there  is  a  picture  of  York  <u  a  nude  female^ 
from  the  tips  of  whose  fingers  blood-vessels  wind  away  U^rough 
the  air  till  they  join  Jerusalem,  who  is  a  similar  female  send' 
ing  up  from  where  she  lies  similar  blood-vessels.  A  miniature, 
cathedral  is  added  as  a  symbol  to  each  female. 

Thus  York  is  partly  Enion,  or  Hope,  the  lost  emanation  of 
Tharmas.  She  with  Canterbury  and  others  cries  out  mystical 
questionings  over  the  plough  of  Nations.  On  page  69,  line  14^ 
her  plaee  in  the  quartemary  u  marked.  On  page  W,  line  66^ 
she  hides  with  Lincoln  among  the  flocks  in  fear  of  the  hnlfe. 
On  page  73,  line  51,  the  furnaces  'rage  terrible*  to  her  from 
London.  This  is  puzzling,  because  the  furnaces  must  now  go 
East  to  West  in  symboL    But  they  go  South  to  Norih—above 
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to  helow,  Blake  uud  York  a«  a  We$Um  9ymh6^^4etM/r9^ 
water t  TfcanruM,  Wut,  'Man  of  Sorrowt^'—and  i»  ^itina  it  <u 
a  Northern,  throvgh  the  eequenee  of  ideae  tuffffetted  op  the 
foot  that  it  is  the  northern  of  the  two  archbishopriee  of  Eng^ 
land.  It  etande  for  the  mott  reasoning,  the  darkeet,  the  leaet 
imaginative,  the  mostjeeUoue—jealoui  of  imagination—of  all 
forme  of  thought  claiming  to  be  Christian.  It  is  therefore 
lovely,  female,  and  delusive,  like  Nature,  In  page  74,  line  3, 
York  is  made  to  stand  for  Theotormon,  who  becomes  feminine 
through  deliAsion,  for  to  this  does  jealousy  of  male,  or  symboUe 
thought,  lead  the  mind. 

We  find  no  further  cUlusions  to  York  in  *  Jerusalem,*  In 
'  MiUon,'  line  38  of  page  90,  the  daughters  of  Los  are  said  to 

*  weave  a  new  religion  from  new  jealouaj  of  Theotormon,* 
fo  t^  is  probably  his  emanation  (Oothoon)  who  is  seen  doing  so 
on  page  57  of  *  Jerusalem,*  and  is  involving  Jerusalem  herself 
in  the  web, 

JSdinburgh  is  the  last,  and  is  merely  Bromion  or  Bromion's 
emeMation,  The  only  quality  mentioned  to  distinguish  Edin- 
burgh is  fortitude. 

We  have  cUso  this  quairtemary  on  page  33,  line  Vl—BcMersea 
and  Chelsea,  London  and  Canterbury.  But  this  is  not,  ae 
will  be  seen,  a  quartemary,  btU  a  pair  of  binaries. 

Battersea  is  Urizen  in  innocence  {green,  and  ttHlapcUh), 
Chdsea  {again  spoken  of  as  'place  of  wounded  soldiers*)  is 
Luvah  in  suffering,  London  is  the  whole  region,  and 
Canterbury  its  cathedral — t^  emanation,  its  hope,  its  religion, 
'  woven  from  jealousy,  *  as  in  picture,  *  Jerusalem,  *  page  51. 

In  'Milton,*  page  40,  line  33,  we  have  seen  already 
London,  Bath,  Legions,  and  Edinburgh  are  the  four  pillars  of 
Albion  s  throne,  with  several  minor  quartemaries,  lower  down 
the  page.  They  may  bepassed  over  cm  belonging  to  the  'every* 
thing  is  fourfold.''  When  BltMs  mind  was  running  on  thu, 
he  carried  symbols  further  than  he  ever  seem*  to  have  lived  to 
hwild  real  poetry  on  them,  though  how  much  we  have  lost 
through  Tatham*s  burnings  of  MS.  after  his  death  we  shall 
never  know. 

Bath,  however,  who  is  Legions  in  'Jeruealem,* page  41,  line 
1,  seems,  in  right  of  its  springs  and  its  Western  poeition,  to 
belong  paHicularly  to  Tharm<is  and  Theotormon,  Ca 
is  certainly  Eastern.  It  may  be  remembered  that  <  ^ 
the  ninth  who  involved  his  eight  previous  brethren  and  ;

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BtUh  alto,  like  tciefnce,  u  *  Physician  and  PoiMmer,  Best  and 
Worst*  (page  41,  line  1).  It  is  to  that  part  oftkepolypui,

DID  BLAKE  EVER  MAKE  A  MISTAKE? 

There  is  one  passage  in  *  Jerusalem'  where  a  verbal  slip 
ooeurs  which,  until  it  is  understood,  gives  some  countenance 
to  the  indolent  and  insolent  theory,  formerly  very  widdy  held,  - 
that  Blake  did  not  know  his  own  meaning. 

In  page  72,  after  the  division  of  the  provinces  of  Ireland, 
he  says— 

*  For  Albion  in  Eternity  hmd  Sixteen  Oatei  among  hii  PillAn, 
But  the  Four  towardii  the  West  were  walled  up^  and  the 

Twelve 
That  front  the  Four  other  Point*  were  turned  Four  Square 
By  Los  for  Jerusalem's  sake,  and  called  the  Gates  of  Jeru- 
salem.' 

The  word  *  other  *  does  not  mean  that  the  compass  has  four 
cardinal  points,  of  which  the  West  is  not  one.  It  means 
{though  it  is  not  well  expressed,  and  is  abbrevialed  out  of  iUl 
grammar,  cm  this  whole  book  is  out  of  all  flueney)  that  brides 
the  four  groups  of  four  that  make  the  sixteen  gates  among  the 
piUars,  there  are  four  other  points  {or  groups)  that  are  not 
counted  among  these  sixteen  gates  of  Albton. 

Inpage  16,  Une  30, 100  already  have  a  r^erenoe  to  Los  and 
Jerusalem's  gates.  We  have  Albion's  position  in  thelast  line  of 
page  31  and  first  of  page  32,  and  qfhis  points  on  the  seventh 
qf  that  page.

There  are  also  gates  *  ofSeuben,'  besides  the  single  gate  of 
Wales,  out  of  which  he  can  go  *  every  way*  to  others  of  Eng- 
land, Scotland,  and  Ireland,  He  h<u  the  three  eastern 
counties  of  England,  it  will  be  seen,  Ulro — East — w^rrf 
whatever  enters  is  vegetated. 

The  story  of  Reuben  is  one  of  the  four  chief  stories  scattered 
through  *  Jerusalem,*  the  other  three  being  the  experiences  of 
Albion  that  may  be  summed  up  in  the  warning  of  the 
Christian  doctrine,  that  he  who  would  save  his  life  shall  lose 
it;  the  usurpation  of  the  South  by  JDuvoA,  and  his  imprison' 
ment  in  the  furnaces  at  the  hands  of  Vala,— properly  his 
^daughter*  among  other  things,  though  also  the  mother  of 
Albion's  spectre-sons,  Jtelationships  change  with  change  of 
if^uenecs. 

The  remaining  story  is  that  ofthefcUl  of  the  Zoos  as  a  con- 
sequence  of  Luvah's  usurpation.  They  arise  with  Albion, 
The  stories  are  all  *one  within  other.*  But  that  of  Reuben 
with  his  gates  and  divisions  will  most  bring  oiU  Blak^s  tnten- 
tion  in  the  sentence  his  faulty  grammar  has  left,  apparently  a 
record  of  absence  of  intention, 

Reuben*s  story  is  the  most  difHeult  to  collect,  it  being  the 
most  scattered    Reuben  is  mentumed  in  ^Jerusaltm ' —

Reuben,  we  are  told,  is  like  a  mandrake  shooting  beneath 
Jerusalem's  walls  to  undermine  her  foundcUions,  His  county 
inWalesisthesouth-centrtU.

Blake  adopted  the  termt  gate,  and  wandering,  aeheadopted 
the  term  'eone  and  daughtere'  and  the  idea  of  Reuben  from 
Swedenborg,  applying  oocial,  philoeophie,  andartietie  mean- 
ing$  beyond  thoee  purely  theological  or  dogmaUoy  that  were  all 
that  interetted  Swedenborg,  in  whou  worke  we  are  told  that 
the  gateofaeity  denotes  what  i*  doctrinal,  that  leade  to  truth. 
A  gate  denotee  the  ultimate  in  which  order  oloeee,  aleo  the 
naturcU  mind  of  man.  To  go  out  of  the  gate  of  a  city  denotee 
to  recede  from  dofifrvnt—wiih  much  mare. 

Wandering,  orJlight,  denotee  lou  of  knowledge  en  to  what 
if  true  or  good,    (Vala  aleo  wandere,) 

Beuhen  finally,  $ay$ Swedenborg^  denotee  thouwho  eeparate 
faith  from  charity,  and  otiet  thcmedvee  into  falaitiee.  In
